A total of 49,000 $6 notes were authorized and placed in circulation in 
August 1775 as part of the first Continental Congress issue intended to 
fund the initial expenses of the Independence effort. The face features an 
emblem of a beaver gnawing on a tree with the motto PERSEVERANDO 
(by perseverance) on the face and a nature print of a buttercup leaf on 
the back. Signed by Luke Morris and Mordecai Lewis. Lewis served dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War as part of the Virginia Dunsmore County 
Militia. By the mid-1780s, he and his family moved to Sevier County 
in Tennessee. This note has been lightly handled, primarily at the cor- 
ners and edges. With only two Uncirculated notes listed in the PMG 
Population Report, an attractive AU is often as good as it gets.

Only the $20 for the May 10, 1775 issue used marbled polychromatic 
paper, which is visible at the left end.

Signed by Thomas 
Gassaway and John Duckett, the note is denominated in dollars with the 
reverse showing the sterling equivalent of 18 shillings.

The back has an emblem with an arm 
holding a shield, with the motto SUB CLYPEO (Under divine protection). 
This type was printed by Frederick Green in Annapolis. “Top pop” at 
PMG, this is a delightful example of a denomination that we only encoun- 
ter about once per year. Our auction archives and the PMG Population 
Report provide evidence regarding the scarcity of this denomination as 
well as the condition challenged nature of all notes from this August 1776 
issue.

Printed by Hall & Sellers, 
they share a hybrid appearance and have color emblems on the back that 
were used on the 1779 Continental notes. This is a very sharp looking 
Guaranteed by the United States note from Maryland, fully issued and 
signed by Nicholas Harwood and John Callahan on the face, and counter- 
signed by Benjamin Harwood on the back. A bold orange back vignette 
shows the emblem originally used on the January 14, 1779 Continental 
Currency resolution notes.

That note came from the Eric 
Newman Collection. It graded PCGS VF 25 and realized $400 in May

An exceedingly rare note that was the fourth such issue similar in 
style to the small format notes which commenced with the John Peter 
Zenger-printed December 10, 1737 issue.

Unlike with the May 10, 1746 series, the 
coat of arms is at the right and borders are on three sides. There are two 
“V” weights at top left center that identify the denomination. Signed by 
Isaac DePeyster, Cornelius Van Horne, and Paul Richard. It is believed 
there are four notes known from the entire issue. The two Boyd collec- 
tion notes: 3 pounds and 5 pounds, as well as the present offering. The 
Newman collection had a 10 Pound note. PCGS Banknote mentions the 
note has been severed and reattached, as well as internal repairs.

Printed by James Parker, this well margined note is uniface with a blank 
back and still crisp in appearance. The bold vignette at right displays the 
New York Arms. There were only 2,092 notes authorized in 1755, which 
were all officially scheduled to be redeemed and destroyed by November 
of 1761. Most were redeemed and the vast majority of these 1750s era New 
York notes that still exist are in wretched condition. This rare early New 
York issue did not survive in good quantity. PCGS Banknote mentions 
multiple repairs and a minor design redrawn. This is only the second 
£3 note we have sold. All the others have been the higher £5 and £10 
denominations. The only other example of this denomination that we 
have offered was a PCGS Fine 12 Apparent that realized $881 in our 2015 
Long Beach Auction.

A total of £10,000 in legal tender Bills of Credit was approved on May 3, 
1755.

Bold signatures of James 
DePeyster, David Clarkson, and Abraham Lynsen are seen. A rather bold 
impression of the New York Coat of Arms is at left, with columns along 
the top and right borders. A single “V” weight at top right of center indi- 
cates the denomination. This is not to be confused with the more avail- 
able 10 Pound notes from the previous March 1755 issue. Locating one 
of these earlier New York notes in a comment-free holder is like finding 
a needle in a haystack.

An interesting note, this piece features a vignette of the first flag of our 
country. It was known as the Grand Union Flag and had 13 red and white 
alternating stripes with the British Union Jack in the upper left-hand 
corner. The flag’s first appearance occurred on December 3, 1775, when 
Continental Navy Lieutenant John Paul Jones, under the command of 
Captain Esek Hopkin, flew it aboard the Alfred in the Delaware River. 
This flag remained the national flag until June 14, 1777 when the Second 
Continental Congress adopted the flag that we are all familiar with. PMG 
has graded only eleven examples of Friedberg NC-164. The note in this 
lot is tied with only one other for the highest grade earned. We auctioned 
the other PMG 45 in September 2016 for $1,762. Tonight’s offering is a 
superior note as the earlier example has four rounded corners.

Minister Plenipotentiary Benjamin Franklin, while 
in Paris, purchased two reams of special marbled woved/polychrome 
paper from James Woodmason of London in 1779, in order to print 
obligations of the United States for money loaned by France. This was 
accomplished and Franklin took the remainder of the reams back to 
America. Franklin gave the paper to his printer grandson, Benjamin 
Franklin Bache for printing this small change issue. The polychrome side 
was used for the back. The back label of this note states that this example 
has great color, which is due to the bold colors of the polychrome back.

The tear mentioned by PMG is not readily apparent through 
the holder and does not seem to impact any of the notes directly.

A total of £100,000 in legal tender Bills of Credit was authorized by 
the Acts of May, June, and August 1786 for amortizing 4% seven year 
loans on realty. All denominations are stated in two different styles, 
except for the £3 note. The legal tender status of the notes was repealed 
in September 1789 after a series of legal rulings. By this time the notes 
had depreciated to 10% of their face value and over 96% of the issue was 
burned by the state between 1793 and 1803. All of the notes on this double 
pane sheet are fully signed by N. Knight (red ink), Samuel Allen (black 
ink), and Elijah Cobb (red ink) and serial numbered. On the back of the 
second pane, “2 sheets £30” is penned. There is edge wear including tears 
and missing paper. The vertical center fold between the panes has splits 
measuring approximately three inches at top, 4.5 inches at center, and .75 
inches at bottom. There are also a couple of small internal holes. None of 
these impairments affect the actual notes in any fashion.

Vermont only had a single issue of Colonials with all eight different denominations having a printing of 3,600 notes each. All denominations are rare 
as a committee was appointed to burn the examples that had made their way into the state’s coffers. Today, PMG has graded only 26 notes for the entire 
issue. As we zero in on the 10s denomination, we see that PMG has graded a meager two examples. Our experience is very similar, as we have auctioned 
only one 10s note previously. It was part of the Eric Newman Collection and he wrote, The Early Paper Money of America. The Newman example graded 
PCGS Fine 15 Apparent and crossed our auction block in October 2015 with a price realized of $2,937. Our current offering is a pretty mid-grade note. 
The net grade is for the restoration of adding corners to this piece. This restoration is not surprising as Mr. Newman points out the thin, weak paper of 
the issue, while the Friedberg reference mentions the extreme brittleness of the paper.

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20068 Vermont February 1781 £3 PCGS Very Fine 35. 

Contrary to popular misconception, Vermont was not one of the thirteen American colonies. Until 1763 it was under French rule as part of New France. 
The Treaty of Paris ceded French territorial claims east of the Mississippi River to Great Britain in 1763. The following year George III placed the terri- 
tory, now known as Vermont, under the jurisdiction of New York. Vermont declared its independence on January 17, 1777 and was known, for about six 
months, as the Republic of New Connecticut. In June, the new name of Vermont was established and a Constitution was approved in July 1777. The inde- 
pendent state of Vermont was in existence until 1791 when admission to the United States as the fourteenth state became a reality on March 4, 1791. 


This historical context places the notes from the issue of February 1781 as issues of the independent State of Vermont. £25,155 in legal tender Bills 
of Credit was authorized by the Act of April 14, 1781. In October 1781, an act forbade the recirculation of notes by the state Treasury and the notes’ 
legal tender status was revoked on June 1, 1782. The notes were, however, still receivable for taxes. These factors combined to dramatically reduce the 
outstanding amount of notes from this issue. The seal on the face of the note depicts the scales of Justice, thirteen connected rings and a lone ring 
above, along with the motto VERMONT CALLS FOR JUSTICE. All of this captures Vermont’s position that it should be allowed to join the original 
thirteen colonies as the fourteenth state (which, in fact, was finally accomplished in early 1791). The face and back have typical ornamental engraved 
border cuts of the period. It was printed by the firm of Spooner and Green (Green was the son of Timothy Green II who printed a number of notes for 
Connecticut) on thin weak paper which did not wear well in circulation. The note is in remarkably intact condition when all of the factors are consid- 
ered. The design elements are well printed with strong clear signatures of Thomas Porter and John Fasset present. PCGS mentions restorations, primar- 
ily referring to sealed splits at the centerfold. 


This note is the highest and only dollar-denominated note from this short series and is presently one of two recorded in the census. In 1990, the Sanborn 
Partridge census contained ten examples of which at least seven were locked away in institutional collections, unlikely to be seen any time soon. 

Notes from Vermont are highly sought after and infrequently offered, with only the major collection cabinets such as those of Eric P. Newman and FCC 
Boyd usually having played host to one or more denominations from this elusive series. With this note, once part of the Eric P. Newman Collection, an 
opportunity to add your name to a storied provenance presents itself to the successful bidder. This note sold for $16,450 in our 2017 Eric P. Newman 
Collection Part 2 Auction and was the object of spirited bidding which we anticipate will be repeated tonight.

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20069 State of Vermont Treasury Certificate April 3, 1787 £4.10s.0d 
Anderson 3 PMG About Uncirculated 50. 

Only the second Anderson 3 example to participate in all of our auctions, 
this offering should generate considerable interest. The earlier offering 
graded PCGS XF 45 and realized $2,115 in January 2014. Bold embossing 
and an endorsement on the back are observed on the uniface note in this 
lot. This well printed example displays a center fold and minor corner 
handling. Vermont became a state on March 4, 1791. This note reads 
“State of Vermont” four years before the Green Mountain State became 
the 14th state.

A total of 52,000 Pound Sterling Treasury Notes were redeemable with- 
out interest by April 20, 1768, and later extended to Oct. 20, 1769. “20 
SHILLINGS?” is displayed in the top border design. A square emblem next 
to the left border shows the Virginia Coat of Arms, with a ribbon bearing 
motto EN DAT VIRGINIA QUARTAM, which translates “Behold Virginia 
contributes one quarter of the Arms.” PCGS Banknote mentions mul- 
tiple repairs, a design redrawn, the note has been backed, and signatures 
redrawn. We have sold a handful from this rare early issue over the years, 
with the highest graded of those a PCGS Apparent Very Fine 35. This is 
the first example of this note we have had the privilege to offer.

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20071 Virginia September 1, 1775 20s PMG Very Fine 25. 

A total of £350,000 in Treasury Notes, redeemable by January 1, 1784, 
was authorized by the Ordinance of July 17, 1775. Having sufficient paper 
available was a chronic problem, and after running out of the original 
paper and the large Ashby notes, officials resorted to using James River 
Bank forms which had not been used for the April 1, 1773 issue. This 
large format note is well printed on bright paper, with sharp design 
details and clear bold signatures of Bartholomew Dandridge, William 
Norvell, and Robert Carter Nicholas (signing as Treasurer). Any problem 
free, large format colonial is a treasure to behold.

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20072 Fr. 1230 5¢ First Issue PMG Superb Gem Unc 68 EPQ. 

A broad margined 5¢ example sporting ideal color is in this lot. It is the 
sole representative of this Friedberg number to earn the PMG grade of 68 
EPQ and not a single example has been graded higher. These facts were 
also true when we auctioned this note for the first time in April 2020. 
Over at PCGS Banknote, they have graded one example equal and none 
higher.

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20073 Resembles Milton 1P5F.1i Fr. 1231FP 5¢ First Issue Face Proof

The two POCs diameters on the example in this lot measure 3 mm 
and not 4 mm as stated in The Encyclopedia of United States Postage & 
Fractional Currency by Milton R. Friedberg. Therefore, we are using 
the word, “resembles.” Milton 1P5F.1i is listed as Unique on page 19 of 
the sixth edition of Milt’s Encyclopedia. This number was not in Milt’s 
personal collection that we auctioned in January 1997 and it is also not 
plated in the above reference. Therefore, we have either the unique note 
itself with slightly smaller POCs than originally described or a different 
second example with slightly smaller POCs. Either way, it is a rare Face 
Proof and is also the only Fr. 1231FP listed in the PMG Population Report. 
An inconsequential pencil mark is found on the unprinted back.

Only the second Milton 1E5F.3 we have offered is in this lot. The popula- 
tion figure now increases to a meager two known for the number.

The first 
appearance was lot 870 as part of the Milton Friedberg Collection that 
went under our gavel in January 1997 and the second time was in January 
2021 as part of the Robert Laub Collection. Our current front engraving 
only narrow margin offering is printed on white India paper and has 
a slightly different design in that the outer frame line is doubled. Five 
Cent First Issue notes for circulation were printed on yellow paper with 
a single outer frame line. First Issue Essays have particular allure, as they 
are the very roots of Fractional Currency. Only a fortunate few Fractional 
collectors will ever own a First Issue Essay due to their small population 
figures.

This Milton number is listed as unique in the sixth edition of Milton 
Friedberg’s Encyclopedia and is the plate note on page 24. It is printed 
on soft cardboard that is extremely similar to Bristol board. It has an 
inexplicable perfectly round hole punched out in the upper left corner. 
It is from the finished plates, with incredibly sharp Proof quality and 
perfect dark green ink. It is cut to note size and has a penciled “2” on the 
unprinted back. We have offered this piece a few times over the years, and 
the provenance of this note reads like a who’s who of Fractional collectors 
with the most noteworthy collectors listed here. Martin Gengerke was the 
first known to own this Essay. He sold it privately to Milton Friedberg. 
It then appeared in our January 1997 Milton Friedberg Auction as lot 
877. It reappeared in our May 2005 Auction as part of the Tom O’Mara 
Collection. It next entered the Frederick R. Mayer Collection which we 
auctioned in September 2007.

Their second auction appear- 
ance was in our Milton Friedberg Auction catalog of January 1997 as 
lots 878 and 879. Their current descriptions are our write-ups from the 
Milton Friedberg auction. “Printed on thin proofing paper which has 
been mounted to a card. The proofing paper was mounted to the card 
prior to the printing process, which has set its impression through to the 
back of the card. There are two small 4 mm hole cancels and some scat- 
tered foxing marks, along with a water stain affecting the lower left cor- 
ner of the card only. This Proof and its mate, the following lot, are both 
thought to be unique. Neither is listed in the Milton encyclopedia, as they 
were unknown prior to their 1983 auction appearance.” They were both 
subsequently listed in Milt’s 2000 sixth edition of The Encyclopedia of 
United States Postage & Fractional Currency on page 25. The face example 
in this lot is also plated on that page.

Despite 
the slightly different terminology of 1904 and today, it is a perfect, deep, 
Proof impression that is printed in black ink on thin pale yellow paper 
according to PMG. The Chapmans described the ink as “greyish, smoky 
brown” in 1904 and today PMG states the ink as gray-brown on their 
front label. This Die Proof does have that appearance, but we feel that is 
the result of black ink printing on thin pale yellow paper. This piece was 
referred to as unique 120 years ago, and to our best knowledge, it remains 
unique today.

There are now two 
known of this number. This unfinished Proof of the front engraving 
is printed on bright yellow thick paper and is missing the portrait of 
Washington and denomination counters. The “Engraved and Printed at 
the Treasury Department” appears separate from the design and below 
the bottom frameline. On the adopted design, it was incorporated as part 
of the bottom frameline. This number also bears the earlier act date of 
“July 17, 1862” and not the act date of “March 3, 1863” for the adopted 
design. This example has the handwritten contemporary printer’s anno- 
tation of, “Conditions B Dec 27” in the top selvage. We last auctioned 
the piece in this lot in January 2021 as lot 94067 for $3,360. PMG also 
informs us on the back label that the piece has been stamped “Specimen” 
and that there are three pie shaped holes for cancellation purposes. In 
this case, “Specimen” is horizontal and not in the usual diagonal position.

The black ink smear in the lower left 
corner identifies this Experimental as the plate note on page 59 of The 
Encyclopedia of United States Postage e& Fractional Currency sixth edition. 
This rarity is not stamped or punched, and has two distinct bronze ovals 
around Washington’s portrait. This is not simply a heavily printed oval. It 
is two ovals that have been placed on the note at separate times. One oval 
is the normal bronzing, and the other oval is the heavier experimental 
bronzing that embossed its way through to the blank back.

This highly important Fractional Essay with face and back engraving was 
Lot 16334 of our May 2005 Auction of the Tom O’Mara Collection. The 
description used there was, “This rare Negative Reverse Experimental is 
not punched or stamped, and it has the full face engraving. The back is a 
beautiful purple color, negative matrix reverse, with the “D-5-18-63” sur- 
charge referred to in the Chapman sale of the Wilcox Collection in 1904. 
The so-called “Negative Essay,” “Reverse Matrix,” or “Negative Matrix” 
reverse is in reality none of these three things. Early catalogs erroneously 
called these “Matrix Reverses,” mistakenly believing that they were print- 
ed from matrix dies (transfer rolls) rather than plates. Some also felt, as 
the Chapmans did, that the notes were printed from plates that had been 
made from other plates rather than from matrix dies or transfer rolls. The 
term “Negative Reverses,” or “Negative Essays,” came from the appear- 
ance of the notes, which looks at a glance like a photo negative, that is, the 
dark areas appear light and the light areas appear dark. However, this is 
not consistent throughout the entire design, as the denomination, parts 
of the shield and the lettered ribbons are not reversed. This back design 
was simply an unadopted proposal where someone decided that certain 
design elements would look better reversed. Debate still continues today 
as to whether these Negative Essays or the adopted positive designs are 
the more handsome. The term “Negative Essay,” while it would not be 
technically correct in the realm of professional photography, has been 
universally accepted by Fractional collectors, dealers, and researchers, 
and it will be used throughout this catalog to describe this category of 
note. This piece has the entire, completed face printing, lacking only the 
bronze. The back is the full purple Negative Essay printing, including the 
large bronze “25” and the bronze “D-5-18-63” corner surcharges which 
are found only on these negatives. It is a spectacular piece, missing from 
the 1890s until it appeared in Superior’s Fraser Collection sale in 1982. 
Purchased then by this cataloger and sold to Doug Hales, it was acquired 
by Tom O’Mara when he purchased Doug’s collection. It is one of only 
three known examples of this note.” Today, it is without a bronze oval as 
made and the D-5-18-63 surcharges are fairly distinct.

Its provenance 
includes F.C.C. Boyd and was sold by Boyd’s surviving spouse to John J. 
Ford, Jr. It also has its Valentine number of 222 followed by a “D” pen- 
ciled at back upper right. Earlier, this number was penciled at upper left, 
but erased. It is printed on cream color bond paper with “Specimen” rub- 
berstamped diagonally and two half-moon punch cancels. It is a Rarity 8, 
two to three known in the sixth edition of the Milton Friedberg reference, 
The Encyclopedia of United States Postage & Fractional Currency. The 
term “Negative Essays” came from the appearance of the notes, which 
looks at first like a photograph negative with the dark areas light and the 
light areas dark. However, this is not consistent throughout the entire 
design, as the denomination, parts of the shield, and the lettered ribbons 
are not reversed. This back design was simply an unadopted proposal 
where someone decided that certain design elements would look better 
reversed. This is easiest to see on the eagle’s head and wings. This is a 
well preserved rarity with the back label stating both “Exceptional Paper 
Quality” and “Great Embossing.”

This is an intriguing note, with autograph signatures of John Allison as Register and John New as Treasurer. These gentlemen were in office together 
from June 30, 1875 until July 1, 1876, long after Third Issue notes had ceased to be issued (August 16, 1869). Given the date discrepancy and the auto- 
graphed signatures, these notes were clearly not intended for circulation but were probably presentation pieces given out to VIPs during the 1870s. Once 
signed, the notes became completely legitimate issues and some well circulated examples give evidence that some people simply spent them. Due to the 
special circumstances surrounding these notes, many were, of course, kept by the recipients and a fair number of high grade examples have survived to 
the present day. Of the thirteen examples of this Friedberg number (excluding Specimens and Proofs) currently appearing in the PMG Population Report, 
only four notes, all grading 66 EPQ, are in a higher state of preservation. An attractive note with excellent paper, colors, and decent centering, this is a 
neat note with an intriguing story that will add interest to any Postage Currency/Fractional Currency collection.

The highest 
graded note we have auctioned was a PMG 58 EPQ. A main factor in the rarity of Fr. 1367 is that only one note on a sheet of twelve would have had both 
design features of “1” and “a” on the face.

PCGS Banknote has not graded a single example equal and just 
three higher. We also see that PMG has graded a mere two higher than 66 PPQ. Interestingly, Treasury Seal plate number 5 is observed directly below 
Lincoln’s portrait. Due to counterfeiting, Treasury Seals were added to the denominations printed for the Fourth Series. Lincolns were printed in sheets 
of twelve, three across and four down. After the back and face printings, a third printing was performed on the face with a Treasury Seal plate. This plate 
had twelve Treasury Seals, but only one Treasury Seal plate number. This subject is further explored at www.spmc.org, Paper Money, the Society of Paper 
Money Collectors, Vol. XLIX, No. 4, Whole No. 268, July/August 2010, pages 302-12, “4th Issue Seal Plate Numbers on Lincoln Fractional Notes.” The 
last example that we auctioned in this third party grade did not have a Treasury Seal plate number. That piece graded PMG 66 EPQ and realized $5,280 
in October 2022. We feel that our current 66 PPQ offering with a Treasury Seal plate number should outdistance that figure.

Shields have 13 stars and an eagle engraving at the top of the heavy paper. The eagle engraving is the same, except for size, found on $10 Legal Tender 
Notes of Series 1869-80. When the shield is turned upside down, the engraved eagle morphs into a jackass just like on the $10 Legals. Since this eagle 
engraving was executed during the Republican President Grant administration, speculation rests on a disgruntled Democrat engraver at the BEP pro- 
ducing this engraving illusion. The 50¢ Justice on the first row, the 50¢ Spinner on the second row, the right-hand 15¢ Grant-Sherman on the fourth row, 
and the Washington 10¢ on the sixth row all have the penned signatures of Jeffries-Spinner. Also, the back of the Second Issue 25¢ on the fifth row has 
faded as usual to a blue-gray color. The Shield is under glass in a vintage frame with signs of wear. There is some aging to the gray background at center 
and on the 25¢ Washington note on the fourth row. There are also several areas of various sizes on the Shield where flaking has taken place. The frame is 
backed with wood and is ready for hanging.

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20142 Fr. 1382 Fractional Currency Shield With Gray Background. 
Shields were prepared between June 1867 and June 1868. They were 
available at a cost of $4.50 and free of express charges. Shields should be 
composed of 39 First, Second, and Third Issue uniface Proofs divided 
between 20 faces and 19 backs. However, the Shield in this lot has sev- 
eral discrepancies as the better Proofs have been replaced with Fourth 
and Fifth Issue Fractional notes. The autographed Justice in the first 
row has been replaced with a Fr. 1381, the autographed Spinner in the 
second row has been replaced with a Fourth Issue 25¢ showing the back 
and having a strip of paper added to the left and right edges, the two 15¢ 
Grant-Sherman notes on the fourth row have been substituted with a 15¢ 
Fourth Issue and a 10¢ Fifth Issue note, and the red 15¢ back on the fifth 
row has been replaced with the back of a 10¢ Fifth Issue. This gray back- 
ground Shield is not graded. It remains an interesting example and we are 
inclined to believe that the notes were switched long ago. It has been pro- 
fessionally mounted under glass and resides in a modern frame with an 
appropriate period appearance. A small moisture spot is at left of center 
along the bottom edge. Also, the back of the Second Issue 25¢ has faded 
as usual to a blue-gray color due to the particularly light-sensitive ink that 
was employed. Overall dimensions are approximately 21.5 by 25.5 inches 
and is ready for hanging. There will be no returns on this lot for any rea- 
son.

The 
rarity rating for the 1¢ denomination is found in the 1995 reference, Civil 
War Encased Stamps Their Issuers and Their Times by Fred L. Reed III. 
It is R-7, 11 to 15 known. We believe the high number is correct. The 
example in this lot has an ideal light tan coloration, and no problems 
whatsoever. The stamp is fully bright save for one very minor line of soil 
across Franklin’s face. The mica exhibits some crazing mostly around the 
edges and in the area of Franklin’s hair when the piece is tilted.

One of three Philadelphia firms to commission Encased Postage with 
Bailey & Co. competing with Tiffany’s for the position of being the largest 
jeweler in the nation on the eve of the Civil War. Reed’s rarity is R-8, only 
five to ten known, but this is the Bailey denomination that is encountered 
the most. This example has a nicely centered stamp with a wrinkle, an 
attractive medium brass case, and exceptional mica with only a small 
amount of crazing.

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20146 HB-64 EP-67 Reed-BT05 5¢ Brown’s Bronchial Troches 
Choice Extremely Fine. 

The case is a gorgeous medium brown without a hint of a flaw, with 
darker toning behind the letters which serves to highlight them. The 
stamp is beautifully bright and the mica is very clear, although there are 
a few small surface separations with most extending from 7 o'clock up 
to Jefferson’s nose. Our consignor acquired this example out of our May

This Encased Postage issue advertised a highly popular hair tonic at the 
time that was made from coconut oil and not the now illegal drug of 
cocaine. The pronunciation of “cocoaine” is “coco-ine” according to page

Reed III. Also, page 146 in the same reference tells us that “kalliston” is 
an emulsive lotion for improving the complexion.

According to Reed, this number is an R-6, 16-20 known. This number 
is available occasionally, but it is far scarcer than the 5¢ and 10¢ of this 
issue. The case is a nice even, deep brown with a slightly lighter color at 
the tops of the lettering, therefore creating a pleasing contrast. The mica 
has a few minor flaws at its outer edges, but is essentially clear no matter 
how it is examined. The stamp is slightly toned down and has a small 
wrinkle, but retains enough color to be attractive. This is a premium 
example for the grade.

This clothing 
merchant has long been cited (Reed, Glazer) as the rarest of the rare in this field. The piece in this lot is the ex-Jim Ruddy example, which Len Glazer sold 
to him in 1980. It sold three additional times in the ensuing 20 years, and wound up in the Frederick Mayer Collection where it was won at auction by 
our consignor in September 2007 for $17,250. This piece is very comparable to the 1¢ example in the Western Collection, and interestingly, it has a wrin- 
kle across the stamp on exactly the same angle as the Western Collection example. The case is a beautiful AU with a fair amount of silvering behind the 
letters. The stamp is very nearly fully fresh, and it is problem free save for the wrinkle. The mica has a crack at lower right, but it is clean and unobtrusive 
otherwise. Reed reports 22 auction appearances for 1¢ Claflins, and all the references and experts agree that it is the only collectable denomination. Reed 
considers the 1¢ an R-8, five to ten known. The Hodder-Bowers reference says, “Fewer than five 1¢ pieces are known,” and the population of all Claflin 
denominations combined is fewer than 15. In closing, the consensus is that this is one rare Encased Postage issuer, no matter what denomination.

Reed lists this piece as an R-9 and comments, “Two known.” We know of two pieces: Frederick Mayer acquired the example in this lot from Early 
American’s February 2001 auction where it was Lot 771, and Stack’s sold a piece in June 2004. The Reed reference and the Stack’s 2004 auction catalog 
both mention the existence of a third piece impounded in the Western Reserve Historical Society Collection. Interestingly, Reed’s auction census data 
show only three appearances in his 1891-1994 census period, a number that usually indicates a unique piece. The piece in this lot is quite respectable, 
with a sound case that has been lightly cleaned at one time and has a few minor spots. The stamp is a touch toned, with a little light soil, and the mica is 
perfect;y clear head-on, while crazing is seen when the piece is rotated. Stack’s 2004 offering, which had a partially exposed stamp, realized $7,475. The 
piece in this lot cost Frederick Mayer nearly twice as much to acquire as the Stack’s piece realized. Also, Stack’s mentioned the example in this lot as the 
finer of the two in their 2004 description of the lesser encasement. Our consignor won this example out of our September 2007 Long Beach Auction for 
$12,650. Only a few collectors have ever had more than one example from this rare merchant.

Tilting the piece brings into view crazing that covers the mica. A tiny hole 
is also observed at 8 o'clock. The olive-gold case has small indentations 
on the left and right tabs. Reed rates this number as a R-7, 11-15 known. 
Evans was a successful Philadelphia book publisher who went on to later 
sell at the United States Mint and outside it, the numismatic best seller, 
Illustrated History of the United States Mint. He diversified into the wine 
business around the time of the beginning of the Civil War. However, the 
1862 grape crop failed in California, closing this chapter in Evans’ life.

Both sides of this enigmatic and likely experimental/pattern/trial piece are illustrated on page 85 of Fred Reed’s essential reference, Civil War Encased 
Stamps The Issuers and Their Times. In that reference, it is stated as being “?-Unique.” Irving House was John Gault’s earliest customer and it is likely that 
this piece was prepared by Scovill Manufacturing Co. as a sample for Gault to show hotelier Hunt & Nash. The piece has clearly circulated, in spite of the 
fact that the 1861 10¢ envelope stamp (Scott U41) was demonetized at the start of the Civil War. Even were it not demonetized, it still would have been 
rendered valueless, as envelope stamps were neither redeemable nor valid for postage once cut from the envelope on which they were printed. It is very 
unlikely that any member of the public would have had the savvy to reject this piece as having a non-valid stamp. After its use in securing a contract for 
Gault, it was more than likely spent. The piece is clearly genuine and untampered with. Another strong possibility is that this was a patent model that 
was submitted by Gault to the patent office and subsequently sold off. Items in the patent office were tagged by tying with a ribbon. A small item, such as 
this, would have been both holed and tied. Adding to its enigmatic status is the fact that it has been holed and has a ribbon knotted through the hole. No 
one knows the precise origin, date of production or purpose of production for the handful of Encased Postage pieces that fall into the “trial,” “experimen- 
tal,” or “pattern” category. Pieces such as this, with a clearly genuine advertising side that was part of Gault’s production, are particularly interesting to 
collectors. A partial provenance for this unusual piece includes Arnold Perl, Dr. Robert Gardner, and Frederick Mayer. Our current consignor added this 
piece to his collection at our January 2009 FUN Auction. The Standard Catalogue of Encased Postage Stamps by Michael J. Hodder and Q. David Bowers 
mentions on page 124 that 13 “patterns” were given to the Mattatuck Historical Society by Scovill Manufacturing Co. in 1924. A reading of the source 
article, “Encased Postage Stamps A Necessity Money of the U.S.” by John F. Jones in the August 1939 issue of The Numismatist, pages 627-35, reveals that 
this baker’s dozen and other material were purchased by Scovill from one of its oldest employees in 1884. The author Jones was charter member number 
9 of the ANA and was an occasional contributor to The Numismatist. The Mattatuck Historical Society had sold the Encased Postage pieces by the time 
Mr. Jones contacted them. These 13 Experimentals consisted of nine with Irving House, Hunt & Nash advertising sides and four with Gault advertis- 
ing sides. The Mattatuck Historical Society did supply photographs of the 13 to Mr. Jones and they are pictured within the article. However, on page 
630, only one side of the pieces are plated. There is an 1861 10¢ envelope stamp piece and more than likely it is a Reed-IH10ES, but it is not the Encased 
Postage example in this lot. That is because the plated example on page 630 lacks a hole and ribbon. Now, we know why Reed listed it as, “?-Unique.” 
Nonetheless, whether 1 or 2 known, with one example being off the market for a century and possibly lost, many more collectors will certainly want an 
example of this rare Experimental.

Tilting the 
piece reveals a small amount of crazing that is scattered. The advertising 
side has retained a good amount of silvering within the protected areas of 
the lettering.

The Lord & Taylor 1¢ is a very scarce piece. It is seen with about the 
same frequency as the 12¢ and 24¢ denominations for the issuer.

The dark blue stamp 
is centered with a wrinkle. The case exhibits toning, while the mica is 
clear save for just a small amount of crazing.

Finally, 
on February 27, 2021, the remaining 19 stores closed for the final time. 
Saadia Group purchased the assets and revived the brand in 2021 as an 
online store.

An olive- 
gold encasement with golden-brown highlights on the advertising side is 
observed, while on the other side the right tab is slightly bent. The Reed 
rarity rating is R-4, 31-40 examples known.

The extremely rare 5¢ B. F. Miles is the “collectable” denomination, 
rated by Reed as an R-8, indicating five to ten known.

The mica 
has a few contact indentations on its surface and a small craze at the top 
center above Jefferson’s head. This high grade piece was the December 
1969 Arnold Perl example as lot 1032. It is plated in that catalog, and real- 
ized an astounding $360 for the time. In the early 1950s, Perl was asked 
by Robert Friedberg to compile the Encased Postage Stamps chapter for 
Paper Money of the United States.

In 
fact, the 1¢ denomination has a Reed rarity of R-7, 11 to 15 known. The 
brass color encasement is fully About New even with a tiny ding in the 
right tab. We also see a bit of original color visible amongst the letter- 
ing on the advertising side. The mica is essentially perfect, without any 
natural or circulation-caused consequential disturbances. The stamp is 
very lightly toned in its white sections, although the blue ink remains 
vivid. The stamp also has a small wrinkle and is not centered, but those 
conditions occurred during the manufacturing process. Our consignor 
chose quality and that is reflected in this exceptionally nice key Encased 
Postage piece that was acquired out of our 2007 FUN Auction.

The mica has some very minor surface scratches and a minimum of craz- 
ing for the grade. The advertising side carries some minor scratches and shows some toning within the lettering. The stamp is very dark. This issuer was 
a private banking and specie brokerage concern. G.H. Larminie ordered the firm’s Encased Postage on a visit to New York.

A rare merchant with only about two dozen examples known spread across four different denominations combined is offered here. The 5¢ denomination 
in this lot is one of only three pieces of which we are aware. This coincides with Reed’s rarity of R-9, two to four known. The case is a lovely deep mahog- 
any in color with no flaws, the mica has a few minute separations near the edges, and the stamp is a bit toned, but not unattractive. A very important rar- 
ity and a number that could be decades between appearances.

This was the first note designed and printed by the Southern Bank

using the cover name of Southern Bank Note Co.) in New Orleans was 
ill equipped to produce large quantities of new designs and took many 
weeks to finally produce this and the companion $50. Only 5,798 notes 
were issued between August 25 and September 23, 1861. This note is 
hammer cancelled and bears a stamp on the back indicating that the note 
had been redeemed for its face value plus $4.25 interest. It was then ham- 
mer and punch hole cancelled with these being sealed / closed at some 
later time.

Printed by Hoyer & Ludwig, due to the struggles to meet demand for 
notes by Southern Bank Note Company, this $100 is printed on thin bank 
note paper and has an interesting transfer image of a second $100 on the 
back, apparently due to the second sheet not being completely dry before 
having this note’s sheet placed on top of it. 37,155 examples of this note 
were issued between July 29, 1861 and October 22, 1861.

This is the highest PCGS graded T8 we have sold. The only higher graded 
T8 we have offered was a PMG 66 EPQ sold in 2013 for $3,290.

There are two schools of thought on the origins of the enigmatic wartime 
Female Riding Deer note (not to be confused with later post-war issues.) 
Hugh Shull, noted Confederate dealer and researcher, believes that this 
note was, in fact, a spurious design originally placed in circulation by 
presently unknown sources and that Samuel C. Upham made copies of 
it much like other Confederate notes from which he produced facsimiles 
/ counterfeits. Supporting this is a letter dated 1874 from Upham indi- 
cating that “none of the designs of the notes were originated with me.” 
The other view, held by George Tremmel, noted expert on Confederate 
counterfeit notes, interprets this letter as meaning that none of the 
vignettes were original with Upham and that Sam Upham was, in fact, 
the originator of the wartime FRD (Female Riding Deer) design. Tremmel 
further postulates that Upham created the design in an effort to keep new 
material available at a time when demand for such souvenirs / facsimiles 
was still high. Tremmel believes that this note, therefore, was a copy of 
Upham’s design, produced by a facsimile competitor. There is no way to 
completely prove either theory and there are adherents to both points of 
view. We will leave it to the successful bidder to evaluate the information 
and come to a conclusion. What is not in question is that this is a pristine 
condition note with good paper, bright colors, and huge margins that will 
be the perfect representative for this interesting and complex fantasy / 
spurious note series. Of the eleven notes currently graded by PMG, this is 
the run away leader in terms of condition and is currently the “top pop” 
title holder. We believe our estimate is conservative and will be tested or 
surpassed tonight.

This note is completely intact with a 
few rather light and inconsequential stains.

The signatures are wrong and the 
serial number is higher than the highest serial number issued, but none 
of that would have been known to shopkeepers and merchants targeted 
to receive these in commerce. A pleasant fully framed example of a rare 
counterfeit with no repairs, restorations, or impairments of any signifi- 
cance noted.

Jules Manouvrier, a small New Orleans lithographer, was pressed into service by the Confederate government to print Treasury Notes. Careless pack- 
aging on a shipment of $5 and $10 Treasury Notes led to his contract being terminated after the $10 notes (of which we have never seen any surviving 
examples) had to be withdrawn as a result of stolen notes being placed in circulation with false signatures. 15,556 $5s were, however, issued and had 
several distinctive features. At the time, it was the only design that had no vignettes on the face and the only design with a printed back. The back on this 
note is particularly vibrant. Interestingly, Manouvrier later repurposed the back for use on Bank of Whitfield (GA) $5 notes. This note is in superlative 
condition for the type. Of the 102 examples presently in the PMG Population Report, only three notes are in higher grades.

Southern Bank Note Company produced this wonderful $50 design as 
part of a series of four notes, a companion $20, $10, and $5, that were 
printed on a single four subject sheet. 14,860 examples were issued before 
the fall of New Orleans in late April 1862 put an emphatic end to produc- 
tion (apparently the plates were not evacuated from the city). The design 
features a large train vignette flanked by vignettes of Justice at right and 
an allegorical woman representing perhaps Hope or Navigation at left. 
The note is a pleasant mid-grade example that is uncancelled, printed on 
bright paper, with well printed design details that, significantly, include 
an unoxidized red-orange protector.

Printed by Southern Bank Note Co. (a “front name” used by the New 
Orleans branch of the ABNCo), this note was part of a $5-$10-$20-$50 
sheet. 14,860 notes of each denomination were issued between January 
8, 1862 and May 15, 1862 before production was permanently terminated 
when New Orleans fell to a Union naval task force at the end of April 
1862. This note was redeemed and originally had two cut out cancels in 
the signatures that have been restored.

This rare variety, given a Rarity 12- rating (6-10 known) by Fricke in 
2014, is Uncancelled and printed on paper watermarked CSA in vertical 
block letters.

With other printing companies being tied up with the production of 
Confederate securities and Treasury Notes, George Dunn was selected to 
engrave and print these Call Certificates. The $1,000 denomination fea- 
tures a vignette of the old Jamestown church tower near the James River. 
Ball and subsequently Simmons both indicated that the total issue of this 
denomination was 25 examples plus remainders, with all issued pieces 
being redeemed and destroyed before the evacuation of Richmond in 
1865.

The Belfast Mining Company was incorporated in 1834 and was one of 
the major gold mining companies in the vicinity of Dahlonega, GA. The 
large format $50 design features a vignette of Hebe offering a drink to an 
eagle at center and a portrait of Lafayette at left. There is a right end panel 
containing FIFTY at right. This note is the only example known to us 
in non-Proof form and joins a second example that is a Proof. This rare 
piece of mining and American history should attract active bidder inter- 
est in spite of having a missing corner and a bit of rust staining.

This is the companion denomination note to the previously listed exces- 
sively rare $50 from this early gold mining company whose fortunes were 
tied to the Dahlonega gold mining region of Georgia. The $100 design 
features an allegorical vignette of, perhaps, Hope at upper right, a portrait 
of Washington at right, a small steamboat vignette at bottom center, and 
an end panel at left containing ONE HUNDRED. A small portion of the 
lower left quadrant is missing. This is one of two non-Proof examples 
known to us at present.

This was the original title used by this institution, which received its 
charter in 1854.

Company and Fisher and Norris, who operated the Bank of Ottawa in 
Illinois. The new operators turned this formerly sleepy endeavor into one 
of the largest wildcat banks in the South, circulating its notes throughout 
the Midwest. To confuse matters further, in 1859, the name of the bank 
was changed to the Bank of Whitfield. It is likely that this $3, printed by 
W.L. Ormsby, was part of an early series that preceded the more often 
seen July 1, 1855 Draper Welsh & Co. printed notes. The design features 
Agriculture seated by a frame at center, a seated allegorical woman at left, 
and Proserpina standing at right. The back has Ormsby’s trademark tri- 
bullseye design comprising hundreds of small 3s. Examples are very rare 
and seldom offered, with the Alan Dorris note the only other example of 
the $3 we have seen from this bank.

The $100 design features a large vignette of Liberty draped in the Stars 
and Stripes seated by an eagle and shield. This central motif is flanked 
by vignettes of a reclining Native American holding a single arrow at 
left and a reclining maiden holding a geometry text at right. The note 
is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with four POCs one of 
which did not punch through the cardstock) in the signature lines. The 
upper left corner tip has been reattached. This note is formerly part of 
the John J. Ford, Jr. Collection, selling for $4,140 and the Alan Dorris 
Collection, crossing the auction block for $4,700 in our 2015 FUN 
Currency Signature Auction. We believe our conservative estimate will 
allow the market to determine its worth in today’s environment.

20225 Rome, GA- Bank of the Empire State $100 Sep. 4, 1861 G14b 
PCGS Very Fine 25. 

The bank was chartered in 1856 and remained in business into the Civil 
War, with notes dated as late as April of 1863. The bank’s final years are 
a bit sketchy, but the beginning of the end was probably May 1864, when 
Rome was taken by Union forces. After the war, the bank’s notes traded 
at around 20¢ on the dollar, but beginning in 1869, dropped precipi- 
tously to 1¢ on the dollar, suggesting that any opportunities for further 
redemptions had been exhausted by then. A seldom seen denomination, 
the $100 incorporates a center vignette that is a cut down rendition of a 
vignette used on T40 CSA Treasury Notes issued in 1862-63. There is also 
a large red 100 protector, a vignette of a Revolutionary War era soldier, 
and a portrait of Thomas Jefferson. This note served as the plate note in 
Haxby’s catalogue (page 285, left column) and is formerly a holding of 
the landmark Alan Dorris Collection sold at our 2015 FUN Currency 
Signature Auction where it crossed the auction block for $2350.

The note is an exquisite red and black National Bank 
Note design featuring a large vignette of Liberty and another of an eagle 
on a federal shield. The note has a large red protector panel, borders, and 
counters. This note is on card with four POCs in the signature lines. This 
is the only example of this note that we have handled and of which we 
are aware at present in Proof form. In its last appearance in late 2021, it 
crossed the auction block for $3,360.

The Citizens Bank was organized in 1856 and failed in 1861 due to the 
collapse of the prices of southern state bonds securing its circulation. The 
portfolio consisted of bonds from primarily Missouri, as well as Virginia 
and Tennessee. The bank was declared insolvent and placed in liquida- 
tion on August 30, 1861. The note features an amazing eagle vignette 
depicting the national bird standing on a federal shield clutching arrows 
and olive branches in its talons against a backdrop of state flags. The state 
banking die and an oval portrait of a young boy that later appeared on 
Type 32 $5 CSA Treasury Notes. A striking orange overall tint, orange 
and white TWO / 2 protector and two white TWO protectors in the sig- 
nature spaces complete the design.

The company was involved in maintaining canal traffic in the city of New 
Orleans and issued notes such as this which were receivable for tolls or 
redeemable in current funds. These notes were forced out of circulation 
after New Orleans fell to a Union naval task force at the end of April 1862. 
The design features a large sailing vessel flanked by Justice standing at left 
and an end panel containing 50 CENTS at right. There is a blue FIFTY 
protector across the lower center portion of the note which is printed on 
the back of insurance company fiscal instruments. Unlike most of the 
survivors from this issuer, this example has escaped any repairs or mean- 
ingful impairments.

Riddell served as 
the refiner of the New Orleans mint and subsequently was appointed 
Postmaster of New Orleans, serving from August 1860 (Federal service) 
to May 1862 (Confederate service). He is also remembered for issuing 
provisional postage stamps of his own design at the beginning of the Civil 
War. Today these notes are excessively rare. In 1988, Durand deemed the 
denomination, only emitted by this issuer, to be so rare as to be virtually 
uncollectable.

The Continental Bank was a late entrant into state banking being organized 
in 1860. A scant four years later it became the Continental National Bank of 
Boston. The $3 note, printed by ABNCo, is quite popular due to its center 
vignette, titled Polar Bear Attack/ The White Bear, engraved by De Witt Clinton 
Hay and adapted from the art of well known artist Felix O.C. Darley. Four 
fur-clad men in a small boat attempt to fight off a polar bear whose large paw 
is already on the gunwale. Safety, in the form of their ship, is on the horizon. 
The Polar Bear Attack vignette was relevant as it was used during the era of 
Henry Grinnell’s expeditions in search of ill-fated explorer John Franklin and 
his ships, HMS Erebus and HMS Terror, which were lost in the mid-1840s in the 
Canadian Arctic wilderness. The portrait at right is that of American General 
Joseph Warren, who died at the Battle of Bunker Hill on June 17, 1775. The state 
auditor’s die appears at left.

The bank was incorporated in 1855 and remained in business until 
becoming the Cape Cod National Bank of Harwich in 1865. The note 
has a marvelous nautical vignette with several classes of sailing vessels 
including a rather large man-of-war with two gun decks in very close 
proximity to each other (your cataloger is not certain that this would have 
ended well in real life). A vignette of a codfish is at bottom center while 
a male portrait, taken from life, is at left and a vignette of a woman with 
a telescope (perhaps waiting for the impending collision in the center 
vignette) is at right. A large red ONE protector completes the design. The 
note is mounted on oversize cardstock, accounting for PMG’s Net grade 
assignment. Nearly a decade ago, Bruce Hagen, noted obsoletes cataloger 
and researcher, noted that there were only four notes known from this 
bank, a $1 (same design as the note offered here), of all things, two $4s, 
and a Proof $5.

There was one 
example of this Proof in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. Likely unique or 
nearly so in Proof form.

Huntington was a merchant in Adrian, Michigan who issued scrip during the Panic of 1837 that was redeemable in current bank notes when presented 
in multiples of a dollar. The design features simple small vignettes of a stage coach and a three story building. Identical end panels feature a vignette of 
an allegorical woman, perhaps representing Commerce. PCGS Banknote mentions that the note was previously mounted although the evidence of that 
is faint. Of course, the most remarkable thing about this note is its denomination. Your cataloger presumes that 44¢ represented the price of a particular 
commodity or product as it does not correspond to any other standard monetary denomination in either the English or Spanish systems. The denomi- 
nation is so obscure that even Durand’s odd denomination book does not list it. Nor is it listed in the Bowen and Lee state catalogs. This note was once 
part of the Western Reserve Historical Society Collection sale in 1996 (Lot 458) where it brought $2,860, next appearing as Lot 1293 in Part Seven of the 
Schingoethe Collection auction in 2006 where it crossed the block for $4,025 in spirited bidding. The terms “Unique” and “Excessively Rare” are some- 
times overused, but that does not seem to be the case in this instance. This is a wonderful opportunity to acquire this amazing note that will take any 
collection to which it is added to the next level.

Durand, in his denomination book, declared this 
denomination virtually uncollectable, with only a single known example in 1988. In 2006, this example crossed the auction block for $3,737.50 and is 
every bit as rare now as it was then.

The bank led a rather complicated existence. It was organized in 1836 and 
remained in business until 1841 when it suspended and had its charter 
annulled by the legislature the following year. Although later briefly 
revived in 1851, the bank, after changing hands several times, suspended 
for the final time in 1858. This idea of having notes paid at a different 
bank over 240 miles away in New York was apparently the brainchild of 
William Vandervoort, one of the bank’s directors. This classic strategy 
was designed to drastically slow down redemptions. While the notes are 
remainders, the cashier signature of C.A. Emerson suggests these were 
planned for use during the 1830s. This is confirmed by the fact that the 
Bank of Tonawanda was only in business from 1838-40. The $5 design 
features vignettes of a farm family taking a break, a farmer plowing, 
and and two sailing vessels with a lighthouse on a distant point. The $10 
design features a vignette of Jupiter engraved by George W. Hatch flanked 
by side vignettes of an early train at left and an early steamship at right. 
All of the notes on the sheet bear the imprint of Rawdon, Wright & Hatch 
NY who used that particular imprint between 1836 and 1846. The sheet 
is printed on very good paper with normal deckled edges, particularly on 
the right side and folds between the notes.

The note, 
printed by ABNCo, features a detailed vignette of two farmers plowing at 
left center, another of farm fowl at right center, and a portrait of a young 
woman at lower right. The note is printed on India paper mounted on 
cardstock with six POCs in the signature lines. This note is one of three 
known to us in Proof form at present. A classic design in premium con- 
dition, this piece will be a welcome addition to any collection. Formerly 
part of the celebrated Eric P. Newman Collection, this note last crossed 
the auction block in 2015 when it garnered a winning bid of $2,056. Its 
sheetmate, in 68PPQ condition, sold for an impressive $5,405 in 2015.

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20243 Holley Springs, MS- Northern Bank of Mississippi $5-$5-$5-

Although legislation was being considered to charter this bank as early as 
1837, it appears that the bank did not become fully operational until 1838. 
The bank apparently suspended specie payments during the Panic of 1857 
and likely “sank beneath the waves” shortly thereafter. By June 1858 its 
notes were receiving a rate of 50¢ on the dollar. This sheet of notes seems 
to have been falsely filled in with odd dates, serial numbers, and officer 
names (e.g. Blank and Doolittle). Your cataloger assumes this is what 
PMG was communicating with its comment about ink added. In any 
case, this is the only uncut sheet of which we are aware at present.

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20245 Harrisonville, MO- Holloway & Whalon $1 Sep. 24, 1862 
Keller MO-SE100 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 25. 

Apparently Holloway & Whalon was a sutler partnership attached 
to Confederate forces (Col. Hunter’s Headquarters) operating in the 
Harrisonville area in the Fall of 1862. Harrisonville, the county seat of 
Cass County, is today part of the metropolitan Kansas City, MO area. 
This note was payable in Missouri State Defense Bonds or in Confederate 
notes when presented in sums of $10, $20, or $50. PCGS mentions edge 
tears and faded printing on the left end, accounting for the Apparent 
grade. These imperfections are of little concern to experienced Missouri 
and Civil War era-focused collectors who will overlook these slight 
impairments due to the excessive rarity and historical significance of this 
rare note.

The bank was organized in 1857 and remained in business until approxi- 
mately 1868, when announcements appeared in newspapers notifying 
shareholders that a meeting was to be held March 2, 1868 to elect direc- 
tors. This uncut two subject Proof sheet comprises a $50 and a $100, 
neither of which are presently known in issued form. The $50 design 
has two titled vignettes, The Reaper in the upper left corner and Confab, 
which depicts two men solving the world’s problems, at center. A vignette 
of a young woman holding a dove appears at lower right. In addition, the 
bank title, two counters, and two smaller L protectors in the signature 
lines are printed in red-orange. The $100 design features an oval portrait 
of Robert Aull, the bank’s President, and a wonderful large vignette of 
a Mississippi River steamboat as well as an oval vignette of Justice. The 
bank title, two 100 counters, and two small C protectors over the signa- 
ture lines are done in red-orange. The sheet is printed on India paper 
with four POCs in the signature lines of each note. There were seven two- 
subject sheets like this in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, with a number 
having been subsequently cut to provide single notes to the market. 
Unlike many of those sheets, this one is in premium fault-free condition, 
and retains the selvage as mentioned by PMG.

Extremely Fine 45. 

Neosho is located in southwest Missouri and served as the provisional 
state capital for a time beginning in October 1861. This scrip was issued, 
presumably by a merchant concern under the banner of Roberts & Ellis, 
about five months later, and prominently indicated that it was redeemable 
in Confederate Money. Neosho was the site of military skirmishes and 
engagements periodically for nearly the remainder of the war. Not sur- 
prisingly, this scrip is very rare; we are aware of only two surviving exam- 
ples including this former holding of the Eric P. Newman Collection.

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20248 St. Louis, (Missouri Territory)- Bank of Missouri $20 Dec. 16, 
1819 MO-30 G24 PCGS Very Fine 25. 

Missouri paper currency and the Eric Newman Collection have a unique 
singularity apparent to collectors for numerous decades. A lovely grade 
$20, perhaps the finest of a scant few known to us, from this historic ter- 
ritorial series portraying a finely engraved custom vignette by Murray, 
Draper, Fairman & Co. and a boldly accomplished St. Louis founder’s 
Auguste Chouteau autograph. This type is considerably rarer than the 
lesser denominated notes in any grade and is infrequently encountered. 
At the upper right, a titled Jefferson bust sits upon a shoreline stacked 
with commercial goods as a rising sunburst radiates behind a hilltop; 
the allegory alluding to Jefferson’s visionary acquisition of the Louisiana 
lands from the French less than two decades prior and the establishment 
of St. Louis as a trade center. Titles and obligation are across with “bear- 
er” written rather than engraved. The end panels with TWENTY at the 
left and MISSOURI at the right. Signed by Langham as cashier and Aug. 
Chouteau as bank president. This core Newman Collection note was the 
first we had cataloged and the far superior grade of two in his holdings. 
It was not represented in the epic NASCA Vacca Missouri sale over forty 
years ago. Beautifully margined, vibrant, and with sharply penned signa- 
tures. It is the Don C. Kelly book plate note. An important rarity; nicely 
pedigreed and splendid condition. Ex: our Eric P. Newman VIII Currency 
Auction #3547, November 1-2, 2017, lot 28369 (realized $2,400); Eric P. 
Newman Numismatic Education Society.

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20249 White Hare, MO- H. Horton, Sutler-General Rains’ 
Command 50¢ Sep. 2, 1862 Keller MO-SC050 PCGS Apparent Fine 12. 
H. Horton served as the sutler for General Rain’s (sic) Command. 
Apparently this was the command of James Spencer Rains who was a 
Brigadier General commanding the 8th Division of the Missouri State 
Guard who commanded both militia and ultimately Confederate troops 
before being cashiered for incompetence and drunkenness in October 
1862. This note was likely issued at the time Rains’ command was head- 
quartered at Elk Horn Tavern (it is assumed that White Hare, MO was 
located nearby) and was redeemable in either Missouri State Script (sic) 
or Confederate notes when presented in sums of $20. It is printed on blue 
lined note book paper. The note is excessively rare and served as the plate 
note in the Keller book on Civil War Sutler issues. While it is missing a 
portion of the lower left quadrant, we believe that it is unique and there- 
fore this impairment is of no meaningful significance. In its only other 
appearance in one of our auctions in 2016, the note crossed the auction 
block for $1,410. Given its enduring rarity and historic background, we 
fully expect that level to be tested again tonight.

NE-65 UNL Walton 2 Proof PCGS Banknote Choice Uncirculated 64. 
An important and likely unique Nebraska Obsolete formerly collected 
by preeminent author and scholar Gerome Walton. Though listed in his 
1978 Nebraska currency opus and plated twice (it was once part of the 
$1-$2-$5-$10 Proof sheet, later cut into four individual Proofs); Haxby 
missed listing it. We are virtually certain it is unique and it is the only 
one we have seen or cataloged. India paper Proof by the American Bank 
Note Co. New-York. The vermillion ‘2’ protectors and guilloche contrast 
starkly with the deep black intaglio printing. The main vignette features a 
train depot, its locomotive greeted by several people. At the lower right a 
dog guards a safe. The bank requested a charter in 1857 that was denied. 
The bank apparently continued on as if it had been granted, as the follow- 
ing year the legislature introduced a bill to “prevent the improper issue of 
the Omaha and Chicago Bank.” Walton had an interesting observation 
that there was a town in Nebraska named Chicago and that the bank 
probably had no connection to The Chicago in Illinois. A dynamic exam- 
ple and later American Bank Note Co. Proofs such as this have always 
been coveted. Only four POC as made noted and a Gem appearance. This 
is likely its first public offering and a key opportunity for all collectors. 
Starting Bid: $1,250 
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20251 Omaha City, Nebraska (Territory)- Brownville Bank and Land 
Company $3-$5-$5-$10 Sep. 1, 1857 G2c-G4c-G4c-G6c Uncut Sheet 
PMG About Uncirculated 55. 

According to period sources, the Brownville Bank and Land Company 
was a non-existent bank that had neither applied for, nor received, a 
charter from the Territory. Contemporary accounts indicate that the 
“bank” was essentially a so-called paper mill with no office or officers in 
Brownville or anywhere else for that matter. The notes were printed by 
Danforth, Wright & Co., with the $3 depicting a steamboat, the $5 a fron- 
tier rafting scene, and the $10 a panoramic harvest scene. The notes have 
a green overall tint with green and white THREE and FIVE and dark 
green TEN protectors. Surprisingly the notes from this issuer come with 
no tint as well as four other colors. Walton speculated, perhaps correctly, 
that the different tints were a way of determining where notes were placed 
in circulation. The notes on this sheet are fully signed meaning that these 
notes were ready for issue since the serial number and date were printed. 
Most of the folds and other evidence of handling occur away from the 
notes themselves. This is the first offering of a sheet from this bank in 
over a decade.

Walton 3 Proof PCGS Banknote Choice Uncirculated 64. 

There are two series of notes from the short-lived and failed bank, but 
this initial emission is the much rarer and the denomination is not 
plated in Haxby where it is listed as a remainder. Exceedingly rare and the 
only individual example observed by us. India paper Proof by Toppan, 
Carpenter & Co. with a tall, ornate protector “5” at the right center. 
Lower left, a Continental line soldier, Liberty, and two Native American 
contemplate a bas-relief of George Washington. This artistic rendering 
also observed on the 1857 $100 Federal Treasury Note (Hessler X 121 A; 
cf. Bruyer, page 114). Like others from the series, the lower right has a 
custom portrait of Mrs. B. F. Allen, wife of the first president of the bank 
who issued his signed notes from his Des Moines, Iowa banking con- 
cern. We believe this originated on the sheet plated in Walton’s book and 
Muscalus’ sheets volume where it was the sole example. Only POC across 
the signature blocks as made and it has a Gem appearance. Formerly 
from the Gerome Walton Collection. There was tremendous interest in 
the series $1 and $2 Proofs sold by us in the recent January 2024 FUN 
Auction realizing $4,800 and $5,520 respectively. This completes the 
trifecta of denominations boasting this auspicious pedigree, undeniable 
attractiveness, and immense rarity.

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20253 Lancaster, NH- White Mountain Bank $2 May 1, 1860 G8a PMG Very Good 10. 

Everyone loves Santa Claus notes. The White Mountain Bank operated from 1852-65 before failing. Before doing so, however, it made a great vignette 
choice for its $2 note, Santa driving his sleigh across the roof tops. This variety incorporates a large red TWO protector, with the Santa vignette flanked 
by a vignette of America standing by a kneeling Native American at left and another of a passenger train at right. PMG mentions minor repairs; primar- 
ily the sealing of short edge splits and nicks.

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20254 Jersey City, NJ- Hudson County Bank $3-$5-$5-$10 18__ as G8a-G12b-G12b-G16b Sheet Plate/Printing Plate PMG Photo Certificate Not 
Graded. 

The Hudson County Bank became the Hudson County National Bank of Jersey City in 1865 with charter number 1182. Almost all of the Obsoletes 
issued by this bank are listed as SENC, surviving example not confirmed, in Haxby and that includes the designs in this lot. The plate comes with a sin- 
gle PMG Photo Certificate that has the plate pictured in its normal reverse image and also with the correct orientation. This plate is wrapped in an aged 
protective cardstock. Dimensions are approximately 8.5 by 13.5 inches. The plate is clean with scattered rust noticed on the back.

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20255 Binghamton, NY- Susquehanna Valley Bank $5 185_ as G6 
Proof PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

The bank was organized in 1855 and remained in business as a state 
bank until after the turn of the century when it was absorbed by the First 
National Bank of Binghamton. The $5 design features Justice and another 
allegorical female by a shield portraying agricultural implements and 
products. The portrait of a Native American male and the state banking 
die are at left and a vignette of a milkmaid is at right. The note is printed 
on India paper with eight POCs in the signature lines and a stamp hinge 
remnant at the center of the left and right margins on the back. This 
method of mounting often suggests that the note was once part of the 
D.C. Wismer (pioneer obsolete paper money cataloger and researcher 
from the 1920s and 30s) collections. There was one example of this note 
in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, but this example probably predates the 
sale.

The note is printed on India paper with seven POCs in the signa- 
ture lines and two mounting hinge remnants on the back left and right 
margins, similar to the previously listed $5 in this auction. Very rare with 
no presence in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale.

The $20 design features a fantastic panoramic vignette that spans the 
entire width of the note depicting Liberty standing with a shield and eagle 
at left gazing upon a winged angel receiving Plenty and Navigation. The 
note is printed on India paper with seven POCs in the signature lines and 
two mounting remnants on the back, similar to those on the two previous 
notes from this bank in this auction. Very Rare.

Uncirculated 55. 

The Atlantic Bank opened in 1836 and was succeeded by the Atlantic 
National Bank of Brooklyn (Ch. 1491) in 1865. New York seemed to be 
the focal point for banks issuing odd denominations like the $11, $12, $13, 
and $14 values. The $11 has a high type rarity in Durand’s denomina- 
tions book, being listed as “virtually uncollectable.” This example boasts 
a provenance that goes all the way back to the institutional Western 
Reserve Historical Society collection auctions over two decades ago. This 
is the only $11 Proof we have offered from this bank. It is a very attractive 
note with just some minor evidence of previous mounting on the back 
and four punch out cancellations. This note crossed the auction block for 
$3,120 three years ago and we are confident that our conservative esti- 
mate will be tested or bested tonight.

A plain typeset affair, its denomination was 
equivalent to 1-1/2 bits in the Spanish monetary system. The note has been previously mounted and is believed to be the sole surviving example of this 
denomination, serving as the plate note in the Harris New York scrip catalog.

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20260 New York, NY- Bank of America $10,000 Certificate 18__ UNL Specimen PMG About Uncirculated 55 EPQ. 

This somewhat enigmatic piece would seem to have its roots in the Civil War era as the bank note company imprint is Danforth, Wright & Co. along 
with the ABNCo monogram. This supports the observation that the plate was originally made before 1858 and retouched or repaired thereafter. A 
completely new plate from the Civil War era or later would have only borne the ABNCo imprint. It is however possible that it was later pressed into ser- 
vice during the Panics of 1873 or 1893. As was the case with the majority of high denomination notes and certificates, the design was kept very simple 
because the note was never expected to be handled by any except the most experienced money handlers who were involved with high value commercial 
or inter-bank transactions. In this case, an 1840s vintage vignette of a Native American woman representing America, with symbols of commerce, the 
arts, and navigation at her feet, seated by a federal shield is the sole vignette. A dark green overall tint and blue back provide an impressive look, with 
six POCs in the signature lines and a small SPECIMEN stamp. The counterfoil remains attached. This certificate was the focal point of the sixth part of 
the landmark Schingoethe auction that took place in March 2006, being the last lot in that sale, with a full page description and part of the catalog cover 
design. Excessively rare and likely unique, this note crossed the auction block for $2,990 in 2006 and will likely test or exceed that level tonight.

The City Trust and Banking Company was organized in 1839 and remained in business until suspending in January 1843 per Dillistin. This $250 cer- 
tificate of deposit features a river god reclining by a jug from which water is flowing flanked by a portrait of Ceres at right, a large ornate 250 end panel 
at left, and a tiny ship vignette at bottom center. It is printed on card and was part of the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale before residing in the Schingoethe 
Collection until sold as lot 5359 in the June 18, 2005 R.M. Smythe sale. It has been off the market for nearly the last two decades before tonight.

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20262 New York, NY- Bank of New York $300-$400-$500-$1,000 18__ G182-G184-G186-G188 Uncut Proof Sheet PMG Uncirculated 62. 
Organized in 1784, the bank became the Bank of New York National Banking Association in 1865. Prior to the advent of modern banking practices like 
electronic funds transfers, large commercial or inter-bank transactions were accomplished by issuing large denomination bank notes. These notes were 
usually more plain designs since counterfeiting was less likely to occur on notes which were not normally intended for use in general commerce. Indeed, 
each of these notes has only two vignettes, one of America floating by a federal shield, an eagle, and the Stars and Stripes, and a second very small 
vignette of an eagle standing on a globe. The sheet is printed directly on card with glue adhesive residue patterns on the back providing evidence that 
it was once mounted in a Durand & Co. Archive Book. These in no way distract from the note impressions themselves. PMG mentions an annotation 
which is the number 31 lightly penciled in the upper right corner of the face, also the location of a very small crease, nowhere near any printed portion of 
the top note in the sheet. This annotation and the corner crease are also mentioned in the description of this sheet which appeared in the 1990 ABNCo 
Archives sale as part of Lot 1256. The desirability and rarity of this sheet can not be overstated. It is undoubtedly unique in uncut Proof sheet form and 
sports two very popular odd denomination notes and two notes (the $500 and $1000) which had never physically been seen by Haxby at the time of the 
publication of his historic four volume catalog of obsolete paper money in 1988. A unique opportunity to acquire an excessively rare and unusual sheet 
that will take any collection to which it is added to the next level. This sheet last appeared in the third session of the landmark Schingoethe sales on June 
17-18, 2005 as Lot 5522 where it deservedly received a full page in the catalog and hammered for $16,100. As the old adage goes, rarity takes care of itself 
in terms of valuations and we believe our conservative estimate will certainly be tested or bested tonight.

This design incorporates the bank’s namesake phoenix 
bird and two oversized denominational counters. This example is printed 
on India paper without any forms of cancellation present. In his book 
covering odd denomination notes, Durand considered this denomination 
so rare as to be virtually uncollectible. A seldom available opportunity to 
take any collection to the next level.

A companion and equally rare odd denomination note to the previously 
listed $12 note in this auction, the $13 features the same phoenix bird 
vignette and ornate oversized denominational counters. It is printed 
on India paper with two small POCs in the signature lines. In his book 
covering odd denomination notes, Durand considered the $13, like the 
$12, to be so rare as to be virtually uncollectible. It appears that this note 
served as the plate note in the Durand catalog. This note’s provenance 
stretches back to the December 2006 Schingoethe Collection auction 
where it was part of a single $11-$12-$13-$14 uncut Proof sheet in Lot 
2576.

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20265 New York, NY- Phenix Bank $3,000 18__ G126 Proof PMG Extremely Fine 40. 

Large denominations such as this were primarily intended to facilitate very large commercial or interbank transactions rather than for use in day-to-day 
commerce. The design is rather simple, comprising an ornamental counter flanked by two of the bank’s namesake phoenix birds rising from the flames. 
This simplicity was a characteristic of many high denomination notes, with the thought being that the notes would have very limited circulation among 
only knowledgeable money handlers. This note served as the plate note in the Haxby 1988 catalog and is printed on India paper with six POCs in the 
signature lines. It is extremely rare, much more so than other notes of this denomination from the Bank of the United States and the Morris Canal & 
Banking Company. This note sold for $5,750 in in an auction featuring selections from the John J. Ford, Jr. Collection in 2005. 

Starting Bid: $2,250 
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20266 New York, NY- Phenix Bank $5,000 18__ UNL Proof PMG Choice Extremely Fine 45. 

From the same issuer and serving the same purpose as the previously listed $3,000 Proof in this auction, this $5,000 note also features the bank’s name- 
sake phoenix bird and an ornate die on each end of the note. Printed on India paper, the note has six POCs in the signature lines. This denomination was 
unlisted in Haxby. The note sold for $5,750 in the same sale as the $3,000 note. It is very likely that this Proof is unique. Ex. John J, Ford, Jr. Collection. A 
great opportunity to acquire an excessively rare and historic note.

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20267 New York, NY- Phenix Bank $10,000 ND circa 1830s UNL 
Proof Very Fine. 

The $10,000 denomination is one of the rarest, if not the rarest, in the 
field of Obsoletes. Haxby lists only up through the $3,000 for this bank 
that became the Chatham and Phenix National Bank of the City of New 
York, charter number 10778, in September 1915. This India paper Proof 
with a phoenix vignette has resided in two great collections of Obsolete 
notes. It was part of the Roger Durand denomination collection which 
was auctioned at the 1993 Memphis International Paper Money Show in 
1993. It next entered the Herb and Martha Schingoethe Collection and 
was auctioned in Part 7 of their collection in 2006. It next appeared at 
auction in 2009 where it was passed on. There are only two examples of 
this note known. Those two are the VF example in this lot with a large 
piece of the lower right corner replaced by a photocopy, a small piece 
missing from the left edge, and a small tear in the bottom left corner 
and the second example was lot 1064 in Part VIII of the John J. Ford, Jr. 
Collection that was auctioned in 2005. That India paper Proof graded 
Very Choice Uncirculated and brought $14,950. If you are wondering 
if there were any $10,000 Proofs in the auction of the archives of the 
ABNCo in 1990, there were not any from any issuer. The example in this 
lot is very presentable and a great rarity not only for the bank, but also for 
the denomination.

The bank was organized in 1853 and remained in operation until becom- 
ing the Saint Nicholas National Bank of New York in 1865. A number 
of denominations from this bank have various Santa Claus themed 
vignettes. The $1 has a side vignette of Santa preparing to go back up the 
chimney to his sleigh after filling stockings hanging on the mantle. The 
note, which also has a portrait of Peter Stuyvesant and a vignette of the 
St. Nicholas Hotel along with a large red ONE protector, has four POCs in 
the signature lines, often found on this issue. The PMG holder also men- 
tions pinholes. This note is always popular and should receive appropriate 
bidding attention tonight.

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20269 Putnam Valley, NY- Putnam Valley Bank $2 May 1, 1849 G4 
Proof PCGS Choice New 63. 

The bank opened in 1849 and remained in business until suspending in 
1854. It did not leave behind much evidence of its existence. Only Proofs 
(none of which apparently came out of the 1990 American Bank Note 
Company Archives sale) are known and not many of them. This $2, 
executed by Wellstood Benson & Hanks, has agricultural scenes and a 
large gray “2” protector. The note is printed on India paper mounted on 
cardstock and has four small POCs that have not penetrated the card. We 
are unaware of any other examples of this note in Proof form, as Haxby 
listed it as a Proof but did not illustrate the note.

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20270 Rochester, NY- Bank of Monroe $11-$12-$13-$14 18__ UNL Uncut Proof Sheet PMG Uncirculated 61. 

The Bank of Monroe was organized in 1829 and remained in business until the expiration of its charter on January 1, 1850. Printed by Rawdon, Wright 
& Hatch New York, this sheet dates from around 1836-40. It displays classic designs produced by that company. The $11 depicts a farmer plowing and 
a farm couple taking a break, the $12 replaces the farmer plowing with a vignette depicting an early passenger train, the $13, in turn, substitutes a 
vignette of Agriculture kneeling by a shield, and the $14 features a vignette of two farmers sowing seed. Each denomination has an oversize denomi- 
national counter. It appears that these denominations were never put into production as Haxby does not list these unusual odd denominations in any 
form. The notes are printed on India paper mounted on card with stains. This may have been done by the bank or some third party as the glue used has 
been inexpertly applied around the edges on an unusually colored card. While perhaps this sheet would not fare well in a bank note beauty contest, it 
wins a rarity contest hands down. This sheet was sold in a private transaction in 1995 and has been off of the market ever since. This is a rare opportu- 
nity to own this historic sheet that may not repeat itself for another three decades.

The bank was organized in 1853 and remained in business until sus- 
pending on November 17, 1860. After being placed in receivership, local 
authorities speculated that there would be no loss to noteholders as the 
notes were amply secured by New York state bonds. The main attrac- 
tion here is, of course, the Santa Claus vignette that appears at top left. 
The State Bank Department die is at top right, above an oval portrait of 
Peter Stuyvesant. The note is printed on India paper with six POCs (one 
of which has not punched through) in the signature lines, with PCGS 
Banknote mentioning a reattached lower left corner tip. There were five 
examples of this note in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale and Haxby listed 
and illustrated this note in Proof form in his 1988 catalog, suggesting a 
surviving population of perhaps six to eight notes.

The Troy note is an interesting spurious design intended to match up 
with brief descriptions that appeared in counterfeit detectors for a genu- 
ine $3 from this bank although it bears no resemblance side-by-side. The 
cameo-like medallion head at lower right is done so badly that there is 
no real discernable image; just a gray blob. Why the counterfeiter would 
have picked a note with a Santa Claus vignette and a virtually impossible 
design feature like the cameo-like medallion head is unclear. Every obso- 
lete collection should have a Santa Claus note, and this is one of the more 
cost effective ways to add one to your collection. The note has seen a fair 
amount of time in circulation but has avoided any repairs or meaningful 
impairments.

This early municipal issue was payable at the agency of the Bank of Cape

Carolina that serves as the county seat for Orange County. The style is 
similar to earlier colonial issues and bridges the gap to later post-colonial 
era designs. Durand considered this denomination so rare that he termed 
it “virtually uncollectable” in his book on denominations. PMG mentions 
damp stains that do not overly distract from this excessively rare North 
Carolina odd denomination note that will take any collection to which it 
is added to the next level. This note is appearing in the market for the first 
time in over three decades.

It appears the 
majority were redeemed for subsequent issues, perhaps some were even 
honored after The War by successor National Banks. The advanced Mike 
Coltrane Collection had only two branch-issued notes with this design 
style; the other was from Newbern. A gorgeous Windsor branch issued 
piece. This exquisitely executed Toppan, Carpenter, Casilear & Co. design 
is not plated in Haxby (10Fa). A red lace tint plate covers most of the face, 
and a red protector guilloche with micro-lettering and a large white TEN 
is at the bottom. Taking a rest, a milkmaid at top center sits on the grass 
holding a flower. The upper corners display “10” dies, and oval portraits 
are in the lower corners. A fault-free example with exceptionally vivid 
red tinting. The penned accomplishment is strong. We know of only two 
others; the one we sold in 2003 is very low grade. This is the finest we 
have seen and it’s a top-tier North Carolina issued note. Ex Mike Coltrane 
Collection.

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20275 Wilmington, NC- Bank of Cape Fear, Greensboro Branch $9 
Oct. 25, 1858 G304b PCGS Apparent Very Fine 25. 

The Bank of Cape Fear was a large multi-branch network that was ini- 
tially organized in 1804 and ultimately had seven branches in addition 
to Wilmington. The Bank of Cape Fear network suffered a slow agoniz- 
ing death after the war, with the shareholders annual meeting on May 
22, 1870 finally implementing steps to wind up the bank’s affairs. Bits 
and pieces of the bank’s assets, such as branch bank buildings, had been 
placed up for sale several years before this final act, and $130,000 in cir- 
culating notes had been burned in 1869. The note depicts a sidewheeler 
steamer typical of ships later used to run the federal blockade during the 
Civil War. It has an overall red-orange tint and a large red-orange outline 
and white 9 protector. PCGS mentions restorations which are subtle and 
difficult to detect through the holder.

This early turnpike company was in operation between 1824 when it was incorporated and at least 1863, when the last mention of the company is made 
in newspaper articles. The concern issued scrip in several unusual denominations including 6¢, 8¢, and 16¢ that were receivable for tolls and could be 
redeemed if presented in sums of $1 or more. Your cataloger surmises that these denominations equated to the tolls charged for various classes of turn- 
pike users. Almost all of the surviving notes from this company are known only in the holdings of the Western Reserve Historical Society. This note and 
issuer were unknown to Durand who stated that the denomination was so rare as to be “virtually uncollectable” in his 1988 book on denominations. An 
excessively rare and historic odd denomination transportation issue, this piece was once part of the John J. Ford, Jr. Collection and crossed the auction 
block nearly two decades ago for $4,600. The PMG holder mentions small tears.

Joseph Ripka came to Philadelphia in 1816 and soon established himself 
as one of the largest textile businesses in the United States by the 1840s 
and 1850s. He issued post notes such as this example that was payable 
four months after date in bank notes that were current in the city of 
Philadelphia or at any time for the purchase of goods at one of Ripka’s 
warehouses. The design features a large vignette of an early passenger 
train flanked by a vignette of Justice standing at right and vignettes of 
a sleeping cherub and a sailing vessel at left. This note, which served as 
the plate note in the Durand denominations book and was once part of 
the Grover Criswell Collection, and appeared as Lot 1325 in the seventh 
sale of the Schingoethe Collection in July 2006 where it crossed the auc- 
tion block for $3,910. Deemed by Durand to be so rare as to be “virtually 
uncollectible,” opportunities to acquire this denomination are going to be 
almost as rare.

The design features vignettes 
of Minerva standing with two allegorical females representing perhaps 
Agriculture and Commerce at right and several sailing vessels at left. The 
bank name, payment information, and the denomination are printed in 
a pleasing red-orange color. This note appeared in a 2005 sale offering 
selections from the John J. Ford, Jr. Collection and brought $3,450 when 
bidding was done. Very rare and seldom offered. Ex. John J. Ford, Jr. 
Collection.

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20279 Philadelphia, PA- Girard Bank $10,000 18__ 
PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 

This large denomination note is printed in blue and black ink with a 
single vignette of Justice seated by a reclining allegorical maiden looking 
in a mirror. The purpose for notes such as this was to facilitate interbank 
transfers and other large commercial transactions. They were never 
intended for use in day-to-day commerce. Since only a limited number of 
experienced bank personnel ever came in contact with notes such as this, 
designs were invariably simple with few vignettes or counterfeit deterrent 
features. As can be appreciated, there is no expectation that any issued 
notes exist today and remainders such as this note are very rare and sel- 
dom encountered. This note crossed the auction block for $5462.50 in an 
auction featuring selections from the John J. Ford, Jr. Collection in 2005.

This note is part of a well known series of high denomination post notes 
issued near the end of the corporate existence of the Bank of the United 
States which had been operating under a Pennsylvania state charter since 
1836. This sixteen month post note was not due for payment until after 
the bank’s suspension in 1841 which was followed by a lengthy liquida- 
tion process that extended to 1852. The note is well printed on bright 
paper with the back having four stamped entries recording the partial 
payment of principal and interest as late as 1850. This note is in excep- 
tionally nice condition for this type.

Jonas Lutz Brobst is listed as a Dry Goods Merchant in the 1870 Federal 
census and undoubtedly issued this very odd denomination scrip in order 
to facilitate change making for his business. It was payable either at the 
Allentown Bank or his business. The design features Justice standing at 
left, small vignettes of a dog lying by a safe and a deer at center, and a 
patriotic eagle and federal shield vignette at right. The 18¢ note denomi- 
nation is excessively rare as it did not fit any monetary system (an 18-3/4¢ 
note, for example, would be the equivalent of 1-1/2 bits in the Spanish sys- 
tem). Durand did not list the denomination in his book on odd denomi- 
nations. We are only aware of three examples of this value still surviving;

At lower right is Alfred Sealey’s engraved portrait of a young woman, 
known as The Bride. We are presently aware of just two examples of this 
note in issued form, with this note once part of the Herb and Martha 
Schingoethe Collection. PCGS comments minor edge splits.

Collection, sold for $5,462.50 in the second 52 Collection auction in 
January 2011. A bright example with the appearance of a new note. This 
Draper, Toppan, Longacre & Co. design, part of an issue of $6, $7, $8, and 
$9s originally intended for circulation in the 1830s-40s, was issued in 
1861 after the start of hostilities. Only the $7 notes are observed properly 
signed and dated; the others are known only as rare proofs or remainders. 
Ornately conceived, a central vignette of a classical allegorical woman 
by architect’s instruments and a column, with a columned building in 
the distance flanked by corner vignettes of differing early trains and “7” 
denominational dies. The bank was organized in 1835 and, unlike many 
others, managed to survive the Civil War, resuming business in late 1869 
and becoming the Bank of Charleston, National Banking Association in 
1872. PMG notes “Pinholes, Ink Burn’ on the back of the encapsulation, 
but these cited faults are dwarfed by its majestic style and exceptional 
eye appeal.

Examples from this early imprint (1823-24) 
did not appear in the ABNCo archives auctions. Left, signed Mercury in 
the clouds vignette, adapted from Henry Inman’s art. Diminutive eagle 
and imprint at bottom center. Ornate FIFTY end panel left and cherub 
holding a shield containing the roman numeral L at right. The State Bank 
was chartered in 1802 and remained in business until succumbing in 
1865. Presently, we are aware of two surviving Proof examples: the “C” 
position Proof plated in Sheheen’s book, unavailable currently, and this 
splendid “D” plate piece for your consideration here.

India paper Proof by Bald, Cousland//Baldwin, 
Bald, & Cousland. Unidentified Oval male portrait flanked by America 
and a Native American man with a large axe across top center. Lower 
left, Winston Jones Davie custom to title. There were four examples of 
this type (without protector) scattered across lots 1875-1878 in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale. This choice piece is not hampered with flaws 
often seen on the issue’s proofs and is lightly stamped on the back. High 
denomination obsolete notes have been always been avidly sought and 
this is an underrated rarity. Ex Charles R. Pease, Jr. Collection.

This note is in superior condition when 
compared to the only other known note from this emission, a $20, which 
we sold over two decades ago for $540.

Vermillion counter surrounds, 
FIFTY and L devices. Encountered infrequently and this is by far the 
finest we have handled. Missing from several key Tennessee collections 
offered in the past including the comprehensive Randy Shipley collection 
offered by us in 2020. The handling is light and its color contrast striking.

A small vignette of a child on 
a pony appears at bottom center. The note has the usual cut cancels. An 
above average grade for this popular note.

It 
is printed in red with a vignette of Ceres kneeling by a Native American 
woman at left and a large green 2 - TWO - 2 protector. A pleasant 
unblemished, repair-free example.

This is the fourth example of this variety that we have offered in one of 
our public auctions.

The $3 features a 
vignette of water god reclining by a jug from which torrents of water are 
flowing at center flanked by an ornately framed oval steamboat vignette 
at left and a portrait of Jefferson at right. A small eagle vignette is at bot- 
tom center. While only a few examples of this Criswell number have been 
graded by PMG, this note, nonetheless, is the highest grade reported at 
present. The note has typical cut cancellations.

PMG notes three cut cancels which have been neatly 
done without paper loss or shrinkage.

20301 Houston, TX- Government of Texas $20 Dec. 31, 1838 Cr. H19 
Medlar 63 PMG Choice About Unc 58. 

The $20 design features Minerva standing with a shield having a six 
pointed star on it at left and America seated on a bale holding a spear and 
shield at right. The note is well printed on bright paper with full margins, 
with PMG mentioning the ubiquitous cut cancels that appear on virtually 
every note from this series. These have been neatly done with no paper 
loss or shrinkage noted. 

Starting Bid: $800 
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20302 Houston, TX- Government of Texas $50 Jan. 27, 1839 Cr. 
H21A Medlar UNL PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

The star on the flag that the sailor is holding is missing two point tips and 
is partially obscured. The shading above the sailor’s head is dark on this 
variety of the $50 for the Government of Texas. The note has the usual cut 
cancels. 

Starting Bid: $1,000 
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20303 Portland, TX- City of Portland $100 Certificate Apr. 29, 1841 
Medlar 1 PMG Choice Extremely Fine 45. 

The City of Portland seems to have been the brainchild of Nicholas 
Clopper, an entrepreneur and land speculator who divided his time 
between Ohio and Texas. He is best known as a driving force behind a 
fund raising drive in Cincinnati, OH that provided two cannons, popu- 
larly known as the “Twin Sisters”, to the Republic of Texas. They played 
a pivotal role in the Battle of San Jacinto on April 21, 1836. Most sources 
believe that this promotion of the City of Portland was an unsuccess- 
ful real estate development effort. These forms were receivable for the 
purchase of city lots and featured vignettes of Justice standing at left, a 
Native American gazing at the advance of “Civilization” in the form of 
an approaching train at center, and Hebe watering an eagle at right. The 
denomination for these certificates was handwritten, in this case $100. 
Starting Bid: $500

Remainder Rust 73 Nyholm 98 PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

These small typeset notes replaced handwritten “White Notes” and 
were backed 80% by gold dust. A very simply made note on thick white 
paper stock, these were designed to receive an impression of the Seal of 
the Twelve Apostles. It was designed by Brigham Young and John Taylor 
while at Nauvoo. Typeset in six lines by Young and Thomas Bullock. The 
note is signed by N. K. Whitney, Thomas Bullock and Heber C. Kimball 
as officers; above right is the signature of B. Young.

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20305 Great Salt Lake City, UT- Printed Valley Note $3 Jan. 20, 1849 
Rust 75 PCGS Choice New 63PPQ. 

These small typeset notes were backed 80% by gold dust. A very simply 
made note on thick white paper stock with an embossed impression of the 
Seal of the Twelve Apostles, it was designed by Brigham Young and John 
Taylor while at Nauvoo. The note is signed by N. K. Whitney, Thomas 
Bullock and Heber C. Kimball as officers; above right is the signature of 
B. Young. The note has no serial number and is, therefore, technically a 
remainder. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20306 Salt Lake City, Utah (Territory)- Drovers Bank $1; $2; $3 July 
1, 1856 G2a; G4a; G6a Rust 83; 84; 85 PCGS Banknote About Unc 55 
(2); PCGS Banknote Choice Unc 63. 

The bank’s organizers intended to have banks in both Leavenworth City, 
Kansas Territory and Salt Lake City, Utah Territory that would pay out 
each other’s notes, making redemption a difficult proposition. This plan 
never came to fruition, but the notes remain. The panoramic livestock 
vignette is common to all three denominations. PCGS Banknote men- 
tions some minor stains on the $3 that are not overly distracting. (Total: 3 
notes) 

Starting Bid: $1,500 
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20307 Salt Lake City, Utah (Territory)- Drovers Bank $2 July 1, 1856 
G4a Rust 84 PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

The bank’s organizers intended to have banks in both Leavenworth City, 
Kansas Territory and Salt Lake City, Utah Territory that would pay out 
each other’s notes, making redemption difficult. The fact that the plan 
was never consummated does not detract from the desirability of this 
popular Utah note which was printed by W.L. Ormsby using his trade- 
mark panoramic vignettes (in this case a herd of livestock resting) and 
bull’s-eye back designs. One of the few “pure play” Obsolete banknotes 
available from Utah. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20308 Middlebury, VT- Harmon A. Sheldon 8¢ Dec. 13/11, 1862 
Coulter UNL PMG Very Fine 25. 

While the issuer, Harmon A. Sheldon, who is listed in the Federal census 
as a dry goods merchant, is listed by Coulter, this odd denomination is 
not. In fact, the 8¢ denomination is rarely encountered on any obsolete 
paper money, with Durand listing it as “Excessively Rare” in his study of 
odd denomination notes. Interestingly, it appears that this note was origi- 
nally dated December 11, 1862 but later redated to the 13th. We are aware 
of three examples of this denomination at present.

Starting Bid: $600 
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20309 Charlottesville, VA- Monticello Bank $50 June 19, 1860 G28a 
Jones BC25-35 PMG Choice Fine 15. 

During the course of 1860-61, the Monticello Bank along with a num- 
ber of fellow free banks (referred to in Virginia as Independent Banks) 
changed their corporate structure, no longer registering notes with the 
state or depositing bonds to secure their circulation. The Monticello 
Bank also took the opportunity to add both a $50 and $100 denomina- 
tion, neither of which had been previously issued. The $50 design fea- 
tures America standing with a federal shield and sword at left and has a 
vignette of Monticello at right. There are a number of red-orange design 
security features incorporated as well. PMG mentions some small edge 
repairs on the back. This note was previously mounted.

20310 Charlottesville, VA- Monticello Bank $100 June 19, 1860 G30a 
Jones-Littlefield BC25-40 PMG Very Fine 20. 

The bank was authorized in 1853 to operate as an “Independent Bank” 
(free bank style of business) by the state legislature. Sometime around 
1860, it, along with a number of its Independent Bank peers in the state, 
elected to switch to a chartered bank status, with its notes no longer 
secured by state bonds deposited with the Treasurer. At that time, the 
$100 denomination was also added. The design features a vignette of 
Monticello, Jefferson’s home, as well as a portrait of him. Printed by 
ABNCo, the note also has a number of red-orange design features includ- 
ed to enhance security. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20311 Charlottesville, VA- Monticello Bank $100 Sep. 6, 1860 G30a Jones BC25-40 PMG Choice Fine 15. 

The $100 features Monticello, the home of Thomas Jefferson, and a portrait of Jefferson in addition to several red-orange security design elements. 
Surprisingly scarce and seldom offered. The PMG holder mentions annotations and previous mounting. 

Starting Bid: $875 
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20312 Richmond, VA- Stephen Mason 37¢ Oct. 4, 1861 Jones-Littlefield PR60-565 Remainder PMG Very Fine 25. 

Mason was a wholesale and retail grocer located at 1561 E. Main Street in Richmond. The denomination of this note is quite intentional (rather than a 
printing error for a 37-1/2¢ or 3 bit denomination), with the denomination clearly shown in both text and numerals four times on the note. It is unclear 
why this denomination was created; perhaps it was the price of some common commodity sold by Mason. Both the denomination (not even listed in 
Durand’s denomination book) and the note are excessively rare. We have offered only one other lower grade example of this denomination in one of our 
public auctions.

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20313 Richmond, VA- Bank of Richmond $20-$25-$50-$100 18__ G6a-G8a-G10a-G12a Jones BR85-25-BR85-30-BR85-35-BR85-40 Uncut Sheet 
Proof/Specimen PMG About Uncirculated 55 Net. 

The Bank of Richmond was organized in 1860 as an Independent (Free) Bank. It apparently made it through the war years, declaring a 3% dividend in 
January 1865. In February 1865 the bank offered to redeem $8 in its banknotes for $1 in specie. On April 11, 1865, nine days after Richmond fell, the 
bank’s building was listed as destroyed in the fire that accompanied Richmond’s capitulation. In October 1866 a notice appeared that the bank’s vaults 
had been purchased at auction, dug up, and hauled off by the high bidder. In all of this, there is no suggestion that the bank ever reopened or attempted 
to reopen. The sheet features four high quality high denomination notes that are printed in three colors; black, red, and green. The $20 features a 
vignette of men loading a wagon with cotton bales. The $25 features a vignette titled The Twins depicting two allegorical women representing Agriculture 
and Industry. The $50 features a vignette of a newspaper boy hawking a paper to a gentleman on the docks while the $100 has a vignette of a sailor regal- 
ing two farmers with a tale while pointing out to sea. All of the notes have the state banking die and a space for the State Treasurer to sign, thus putting 
them in compliance with state requirements for banks operating under the state’s free banking laws. The sheet is printed on India paper with six POCs 
in the signature lines of each note. Each note also has a 0000 serial number and SPECIMEN stamped twice. The exact purpose for the SPECIMEN and 
printed 0000 serial number additions is unclear at present. PMG notes tear repairs and stains, neither of which are glaringly obvious or do much to dis- 
tract from this amazing sheet’s appeal. This sheet was part of the legendary Schingoethe Collection, and has its origins in London where it was one of 
several sheets specially marked SPECIMEN in this manner.

Starting Bid: $5,000 
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20314 Beloit, WI- Southern Bank $3 __, 185_ G4 Krause G4 Proof 
PCGS Superb Gem New 67PPQ. 

This bank was organized in 1859 and was one of many that failed in early 
1861 with the onset of the Civil War and the corresponding collapse in 
southern state bond prices. The bank’s bond portfolio, deposited with 
the state, comprised almost exclusively bonds from Tennessee, North 
Carolina, and Louisiana. The bank’s notes were ultimately redeemed by 
the state at 70.5¢ on the dollar. The $3 design features a Native American 
family and a teacher with her students around a shield depicting a version 
of the New York state coat of arms. This is flanked by the state bank- 
ing die and a vignette of a farmer taking a break. The note is printed on 
India paper mounted on cardstock with six POCs and is likely unique 
or nearly so. The note is in excellent condition garnering a seldom seen 
grade for even obsolete Proofs and is formerly part of the Eric P. Newman 
Collection. 

Starting Bid: $800 
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20315 Columbus, WI- Bank of Columbus $2 18__ 
Proof PCGS Superb Gem New 67PPQ. 

The bank was organized in 1857 and remained in business until 1861 
when Milwaukee newspapers list it as being “thrown out”. The $2 design 
features a vignette of a surveying crew at center flanked, appropriately 
enough, by an oval portrait of Columbus at left and the state banking die 
at right. The note is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with 
six POCs in the signature lines. It was engraved by Toppan, Carpenter & 
Co., New York & Philadelphia. This virtually perfect example will be dif- 
ficult to surpass. We are aware of two examples of this note at present. 
Starting Bid: $750 
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20316 Fond du Lac, WI- Exchange Bank of Darling & Co. $2 18__ 
G4a Krause G4a Proof PCGS Very Choice New 64. 

The bank was organized in 1856 and survived the trials of the Civil War, 
only to fail in 1868 due to the bank’s holdings of bad debts. Depositors 
were left holding the bag for about $30,000 according to Krause. The 
institution relinquished its bank charter in 1867. The $2 design features 
a large steamboat vignette flanked by the state banking die at left and 
a vignette of a Native American girl inspecting a lance at right. A large 
red TWO protector appears at lower center. It is printed on India paper 
mounted on cardstock with six POCs (two of which have not completely 
punched through the card) in the signature lines. While the variety with 
the red TWO protector did not appear in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, 
this is the only example of this variety of which we are presently aware. 
Ex Eric P. Newman Collection. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20317 Grand Rapids, WI- Wood County Bank $1 June 1, 1859 G2b 
Krause G2b PMG Fine 12. 

The bank initially survived the collapse of southern bond prices at the 
beginning of the Civil War but was finally suspended, with its bonds sold by 
the state on November 19, 1861. The bank’s notes were ultimately redeemed 
at 77¢ on the dollar, with $1381 in outstanding circulation ca. 1863. 
Printed by ABNCo, the note features two lumberjacks at work and another 
vignette of a farm woman feeding barnyard fowl. The state comptroller die 
and a red protector panel containing a white ONE complete the design. 
This variety lists the bank’s capital as $50,000 and is believed to be signifi- 
cantly more rare than the $1 variety listing the capital as $25,000. We have 
offered two examples of this variety, including this note, in our public auc- 
tions. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20318 Hudson, WI- Farmers Bank (at Hudson) $2 18__ 
G4a Proof PCGS Gem New 65PPQ. 

The bank was a short-lived affair, failing during the Panic of 1857. As 
of 1860, there was only $471 in outstanding circulation which was fully 
covered by specie held by the state. Redemptions were to cease on May 6, 
1862. The $2 design is quite attractive with a large vignette of two men in 
a barnyard apparently considering the sale of a bull, held by a black man. 
This vignette is flanked by the state banking die at lower left and an oval 
female portrait at lower right. A dark brick red tint covers the note with a 
large white and brick red TWO protector across the lower center portion 
of the note. It is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with eight 
POCs in the signature lines. Once part of the Eric P. Newman Collection, 
this is one of two examples known to us at present in Proof form. 

Starting Bid: $875 
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20319 Janesville, WI- Producers Bank $2 18__ as G4a Krause G4a 
Proof PCGS Superb Gem New 67PPQ. 

The bank was winding up its business in 1859, with circulation redeemed 
until 1862. This attractive red and black Proof features a vignette titled 
Finding the Red Ear. This title refers to a harvest custom allowing the 
individual who found a red ear of corn to receive a kiss as a reward. This 
vignette is flanked by another of Commerce seated by a large 2 at lower 
left, a beehive at bottom center, and the state banking die at lower right. 
The note has an overall red tint and two darker red-orange counters and 
borders. The note is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with 
five POCs in the signature lines. We are presently aware of two examples 
of this note. 

Starting Bid: $1,000 
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20320 Monroe, WI- Bank of Monroe $2 18__ 
Proof PCGS Superb Gem New 67PPQ. 

The bank opened in 1856 and remained in business until 1864 when it 
became the First National Bank of Monroe. The $2 design features an 
oval portrait of Washington flanked by three women at center. This 
vignette is flanked by another of a farmer playing with his children at 
left and the state banking die at right. There is a large red TWO protec- 
tor across the lower center portion of the note. The note is printed on 
India paper mounted on cardstock with six POCs in the signature lines. 
One example of this note appeared as part of a $1-$2-$3-$5 uncut Proof 
sheet in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. This stunning Gem, with a stellar 
pedigree, was once part of the Eric P. Newman Collection. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20321 Waukesha, WI- Forest City Bank $3 Mar. 1, 1857 G6a Krause 
G6a Proof PCGS Choice About New 58. 

The bank was organized in 1857 and managed to survive the financial 
tempests created by the Civil War, becoming the Farmers National Bank 
of Waukesha in 1865. The plate for this bank was officially altered from 
a plate originally intended for the Milwaukee City Bank, which never 
opened, in 1857. The $3 design features a large vignette of several sailing 
vessels flanked by the state banking die at upper left and a vignette of a 
sailor at the ship’s helm at lower right. A large red THREE protector cov- 
ers the lower center portion of the note which is printed on India paper 
mounted on cardstock with four POCs in the signature lines. With the 
earlier Wellstood, Hay & Whiting imprint, most experts believe that 
this note is unique in private hands in Proof form. Ex Eric P. Newman 
Collection. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20322 Series 472 $5 First Printing PCGS Banknote Choice Unc 64. 
Serial number embossing is noticed on the back immediately above the “for use only” clause. We auctioned a PMG 64 EPQ example for $1,680 in 


February 2021. Interestingly, the $5s and $10s for Series 472 have oversized sheet position numbers when compared to the entire MPC issue. 
Starting Bid: $750 
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20323 Series 481 $5 Second Printing PCGS Gold Shield Grading Gem Unc 65 OPQ. 

Series 481 has the most individual printings for all of the different denominations for both regular and replacement notes. Forbes Lithographic 
Corporation of Boston printed the second, third, and fourth printings, while Tudor Press of Boston printed only the first printing. The PCGS OPQ 
abbreviation stands for Optimal Paper Quality. We had a first printing $5 in PMG 65 EPQ realize $5,760 in January 2023. The Gem second printing 
example in this lot should do as well, if not better.

A first printing note that falls just short of the Superb Gem grade, this 
piece still appears as nice as any we have seen. This is an attractive $5 that 
is beautifully centered and also has excellent face to back registration. We 
also observe bold inks complementing both sides of this well preserved 
MPC. A different female portrait is found on both sides, each engraved by 
G.FC. Smillie.

20325 Series 521 $5 First Printing PCGS Banknote Uncirculated 62. 
The $5 is easily the scarcest denomination for Series 521 that was current 
from May 25, 1954 to May 27, 1958. This example was formerly in a PCGS 
62 holder when we auctioned it for $2,115 in April 2013. It has since been 
crossed over to a PCGS Banknote holder. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20326 Series 521 $10 First Printing PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 
The $10 denomination for Series 521 had only one printing. Our most 
recent offering of this series and denomination was in January 2024. That 
was another PMG 65 EPQ piece that realized $1,200 on a $1,250 and up 
estimate. 

Starting Bid: $625 
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20327 Series 541 $10 First Printing PCGS Banknote Choice Unc 63. 
Sheet position number 10 matches the denomination on this nicely pre- 
served example. The last time we auctioned an example of this MPC in 
this third party grade was in January 2024. That piece graded by PMG 
realized $1,440. Pinholes are mentioned on the third party back label. We 
see a half dozen or so pinholes with a couple being within the portrait. 
Starting Bid: $500 
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20328 Series 541 $10 First Printing PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

A nicely preserved example, this is one of the finest Series 541 $10s 
reported. The vital statistics taken from the PMG Population Report 
are that PMG has graded five equal and only three higher. The regular 
notes from this series all had only a single printing. Individual print- 
ings for MPC are covered in Comprehensive Catalog of Military Payment 
Certificates by Fred Schwan and Larry Smulczenski. The fifth edition was 
recently released. 

Starting Bid: $875 
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20329 Series 591 $5 First Printing PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. 
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PMG has graded only two examples equal and just two pieces higher and those by a single grade point. This charming example is well preserved display- 
ing ideal inks and broad margins. Series 591 was printed by Forbes Lithograph Corporation of Boston on paper supplied by the Keith Paper Company of 
Turners Falls, MA. This series was issued on May 26, 1961 and was used in Cyprus, Iceland, Japan, South Korea, and the Philippines. This was the only 
MPC series that had multiple conversion dates. The conversion date for the Philippines was September 10, 1963, the conversion date for Japan and South 
Korea was January 6, 1964, and the C-Date for Cyprus and Iceland was January 13, 1964. 


Starting Bid: $2,000 
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20330 Series 591 $5 First Printing PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 
A well preserved $5 with ideal inks, this piece possesses a lovely portrait 
of Ann Izard Deas, 1779-1863. The original painting was by Gilbert 
Stuart, and Charles A. Brooks engraved the portrait. Brooks retired from 
the BEP at the end of 1966. This denomination is the key for Series 591 as 
many of the MPC keys are of the $5 denomination. The last PMG 65 EPQ 
example that we auctioned was in April 2019 to the tune of $3,600. 
Starting Bid: $1,500 
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A well preserved MPC $10, this piece has earned the EPQ grade modi- 
fier. PMG has graded only a single example higher and none equal. The 
denomination counters and lathe work on the face were originally used 
on the back of the Series 1901 $10 Legal Tender Bison notes. All Series 591 
notes are from the first printing. A second printing was planned, but not 
ordered.

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20332 Series 611 25¢ Replacement PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 
A very colorful and hugely margined example of this scarce MPC replace- 
ment note is offered here. PMG has graded just two pieces at this lofty 
level with only one example a single point finer.

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20333 Series 661 $10 First Printing PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 
All four margins are at least 2 mm in width and the face to back registra- 
tion is just slightly less than perfect on this $10 that carries serial number 
B00622203B. We auctioned serial B00622006B also grading PMG 65 EPQ 
for $2,400 in May 2023.

Pinpoint centering is measured within balanced margins with the help of 
a ruler on this gorgeous $20. We see that PMG has graded only one exam- 
ple equal and none higher. We had a PMG 65 EPQ example cross our auc- 
tion block in October 2023 for $1,320. Regular issue Series 661 notes only 
had one printing.

A nicely centered and pack fresh $10 MPC with a great military vignette 
on both sides is offered here. Last September, we sold a PMG 68 EPQ 
example for $1,320.

All four margins are around 2.5 mm each in width on this well preserved

copter vignettes on the face and a M48A4 tank vignette on the back.

A well preserved $5 with broad margins from this unissued series. The 
second printing for Series 691 occurred in 1984. Series 691 recycled the 
$1, $5, and $10 designs from Series 541, while the Series 691 $20 is a new 
design as that denomination was not part of Series 541.

This MPC $10 comes from an unissued series with this denomination 
and design being the same as used for Series 541 $10s, but with different 
color inks. Also, several design features on both sides of this MPC can be 
found on Fr. 123 $10 Legal Tenders. The note in this lot is one of the high- 
est graded examples that have been examined by a major grading service. 
In fact, this is the sole highest graded PCGS Banknote example.

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20340 Series 692 $10 First Printing PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. 
Broad margins on all four sides encircle this well preserved, exquisite 
example with a Native American design that is one of the favorites among 
MPC collectors. Series 692 was mustered into circulation on October 7, 
1970. Fractional denominations were withdrawn on June 1, 1971, and the 
dollar denominations were withdrawn on March 15, 1973.

This bond comes from a small group of unredeemable bonds that were locked away in the vault of the First National Bank of Boston in Havana and were 
eventually repatriated back to the United States. This bond was issued on December 15, 1954 to the First National Bank of Boston. Shortly after Fidel 
Castro and the Communists seized power in Cuba in January 1959, United States held assets on the island were seized. Hundreds of thousands of acres 
of United States owned land that was mainly used in the production of sugar cane was nationalized along with many United States owned business hold- 
ings. One of the last United States owned interests to be nationalized was the banks, including branches owned and operated by the First National Bank 
of Boston, the First National Bank of New York City, and Chase Manhattan Bank. However, the banks had large deposits on hand, with many of them 
in the form of Treasury Bonds. The bonds on deposit in the banks proved to be challenging. The Bureau of Public Debt was ordered to cancel the bonds 
stored in the bank vaults in Cuba and to prevent any unnecessary loss to the American banks. Thereafter, the bonds were reissued in absentia to each 
institution. The original bonds eventually made their way back to the United States. A portrait of President Ulysses Grant is at upper left and there is a 
deep red scalloped Treasury Seal at bottom right. This serial number 5 bond is well centered with full margins and paper originality. Through the years, 
we have auctioned serial numbers 1 through 9 of these repatriated bonds. The last example to cross our auction block was serial number 4 in October 
2021 to the tune of $10,800. We have long believed these bonds to be the ultimate in bragging rights, with few other opportunities to own a United States 
financial instrument for pennies on the dollar, albeit unredeemable.

The lower denominations were issued in bearer form, the higher denominations were issued as registered bonds 
only, almost exclusively to banks and brokerage houses. This example was issued on December 2, 1898 to the banking house of Harvey Fisk & Sons, one 
of the “Big Four” at the time on Wall Street. In turn, it was assigned to “Treas. of the U.S. in trust for the Nat. Exchange Bank of Wheeling W. Va. as secu- 
rity for circulation” as penned on the back. This example has an approximate three-fourths of an inch hole cancel. It was previously mounted with glue 
and tape. It also has a few repairs, edge damage, stains, and a few pinholes. Nonetheless, the orange and black face remains bright and attractive on this 
excessively rare majestic bond. It also has an embossed Treasury Seal at center. The bond in this lot brought $14,100 in January 2015. We did auction one 
other example of this bond, serial number 407. It was a non-third party graded VF example with a HOC. It realized $13,800 in August 2019. Nonetheless, 
there will be very few opportunities over the years to add such a historical bond to one’s collection. In fact, The Joe Herbstman Memorial Collection at 
https://www.theherbstmancollection.com/spanish-american-war is without any information on this bond.

We have auctioned a few of these (First) Liberty Loan bonds over the years, but this is the only example of any denomination that we have offered that 
has retained all 60 of its coupons. It is therefore excessively rare in this state of preservation. The (First) Liberty Loan bonds were issued in booklet form 
with three pages of 20 coupons each attached to the bond which, fortuitously, are all still attached to this bond. PMG folded the three coupon pages over 
the back before the bond was encapsulated. Also, the brown ink at far left on the face is actually part of the visible coupons, too. United States participa- 
tion in World War I necessitated raising additional revenue by selling war bonds to both institutions and the general public. For the latter, the instru- 
ments were mainly low-denomination coupon bonds. The public was encouraged to participate in bond drives by patriotic posters created by master 
illustrators of the period.

After two years, an owner could exchange 
the “short” bond for a regular “long” format bond. The “short” bond had 
four coupons to cover interest payments for those two years. The present 
example has no remaining coupons. The net grade is for tears.

PMG mentions minor repairs yet this note, which has a wide swath of 
blue end paper, still displays a bold red overprint and dark pen signatures.

A pleasing Original Series ace, this is one of the nicer ones known from 
here.

It is an attractive piece that 
is the only 1882 $20 Date Back reported and one of fewer than a dozen 
large size overall listed in the census. It is a bright, well margined note 
with excellent color and dark stamped signatures.

Undoubtedly saved by a proud bank employee, this number 1 Red Seal is a pretty pen signed note with excellent color and just some light storage folds.

It has remained unique, with nary a hint of the existence of another example, which is hardly a surprise consid- 

ering the bank issued only Series 1875 tens and twenties before entering receivership in 1896. Missing even from such advanced Kansas collections such 

as that of C. Dale Lyon, this is simply as good as it gets for collectors of rare Nationals. It is an attractive 1875 $10, with excellent color and body for the 
rade.

It is one of just three pieces 
reported from this Edwards County location’s sole charter that chose to issue large size only although it survived until the end of the National Bank Note 
era. The first note from here to be publicly offered since 1995, this $10 is as pretty as it is rare with bold ink colors, clear stamped signatures, and only 
minor traces of handling.

This is a very nice note for the Kansas collector or anyone who appreci- 
ates pleasing Second Charter notes.

What is visible is a well nigh perfectly centered, beautifully printed, vibrantly colored and pen signed serial number 1 $5 Brown Back 
that is certain to delight its fortunate new owner.

Kansas rarity with a pedigree which reads like a ‘Who's Who’ roll call of great currency collectors. This gorgeous serial number 1 Brown Back was first 
on the market as part of the fabled A. A. Grinnell Collection, which was sold in multiple sales from 1944 through 1946. It then was obtained by pioneer 
dealer and collector William P. Donlon, who placed it into his personal holdings which he sold in May of 1971 ... a mere two notes are known from this 
short-lived bank, which issued $5 Brown Backs only and which had a minuscule $435 outstanding a century ago. The other note is not a number 1 and 
grades only Fine+, and has not been seen since it was sold as part of the C. Dale Lyon Kansas Collection seventeen years ago. Bright and beautiful pen 
signed PCGS Extremely Fine 40, with the appearance of a note printed this morning, a true trophy item worth whatever it costs to bring it home this 
evening.” Now housed in a PMG holder with the same assigned grade as before, tonight presents another chance for a lucky bidder to acquire this great 
Kansas trophy note.

A rare note, this example is from one of the smallest communities in the 
state to boast a National Bank. The bank issued large notes only and, 
rather surprisingly, survived the Depression, although with its thin capi- 
talization it had but $240 outstanding in 1935. Three notes make up the 
entire census, including this example which exhibits just plenty of honest 
wear.

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20614 Seneca, KS - $50 1882 Date Back Fr. 562 The National Bank of Seneca Ch. # (W)5101 PMG Very Fine 30. 

A very rare high denomination note from The Sunflower State, this is one of only two 1882 $50 Date Backs reported for all Kansas banks. The other 
known piece, from a bank in Baxter Springs, is in about the same grade as this offering, but has not made a public appearance since a 1991 auction. This 
is an attractive example of this very tough type that, while it has close margins, displays excellent color and carries low serial number 7 as a bonus. It 
hails from a better Nemaha County bank that chose to issue high denominations only during its entire existence.

A lovely $50 Brown Back in all respects, this is a very uncommon type to encounter from Kansas, where the $50 Brown Back census stands at only ten 
pieces in the latest National Currency Foundation compilation, including this example.

A great note from one of the very scarcest locations in all of the state of Missouri, this piece comes from a bank which issued large notes only and had a 
miniscule $735 outstanding when the receiver arrived to shut the doors forever in August of 1931. It is one of just three pieces in the census, one of which 
is permanently ensconced in the Higgins Museum. Of the remaining pair, tonight’s offering is the only note to have made a public appearance in at least

information on the title page of the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The Auction is 
conducted under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local law. Announcements 
and corrections from the podium and those made through the Terms and Conditions of Auctions appearing 
on the Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. All bids are subject to a Buyer’s Premium which is in addition to the placed successful bid. The Buyer’s

Payment: 

24. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
merchandise; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if 
a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, thirty 
days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit may receive immediate credit 
for payments via eCheck, personal, or corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 business days, 
or more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional 
information.) Payments can be made 24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com 
website. Payment via credit card (Visa, Mastercard, and Discover) will be accepted upon 
prior approval by Auctioneer.

This payable clause would become a strike against the $10 Silvers because the 
upcoming Series 1934 Silvers had a more generic payable clause of, “In Silver Payable To The Bearer on Demand.” Series 1933 $10s were in 
circulation for only a short time when President Franklin Roosevelt issued a presidential directive on March 12, 1934 that effectively ended 
their issuance and led to their replacement by the Series 1934 Silver Certificates when they came off of the presses.

They are Treasury Notes of the War of 1812 by Donald H. Kagin, Ph.D. and U.S. Treasury Notes 1812-1865: An Illustrated History 
by Nicholas J. Bruyer. This double signature plate letter G remainder was printed on United States watermarked paper. It was boldly signed by 
Samuel Clarke and Edward Fox on behalf of the United States, but lacks the final signature of the Register at left and a serial number. This is 
one of the highest third-party graded notes of not only the Friedberg number, but also within Treasury Notes of this era in general. The example 
in this lot has also earned the coveted EPQ grade modifier due to its natural paper ripple that is observed on the back. Handling consists of 
a horizontal fold just below the top edge.

The lone exposure of this note to the collecting community 
was in a 1993 auction where this very pretty note was simply called a raw Very Fine. Track & Price lists 14 different serial numbers for this 
Friedberg number with only one piece part of an institutional collection. However, only seven of those 14 Fr. 187j notes have appeared at 
auction in the past 25 years.

Malcolm A. Trask was a born and bred New Yorker whose interest in numismatics began with coins, but soon shifted to paper money. 
He began to collect seriously during World War Il and soon became a prominent member of the paper money collecting fraternity that 
made New York City the hub of the market throughout the 1950s. He attended most of the major auctions of the era, from the later Barney 
Bluestone auction sessions of the Albert A. Grinnell Collection through such famous offerings as the Frank A. Limpert auction of September 
24, 1955 and the T. James Clarke auction of November 8, 1955. He was also a regular client of several dealers in town. The Trask Collection 
comprised almost 300 large size notes, many of which were Uncirculated, in denominations $1 through the $20. Mr. Trask collected type 
notes by Treasury Seal, and his collection was virtually complete.

There are three notes tied for finest 
known at About Uncirculated 55, but, if this were a horse race, this note would win by a nose, for also earning the “Great Color” comment 
from PMG. With that small addition, we can argue this is the finest known. Its color is indeed, stellar, with solid margins and crisp, bright 
paper.

This change to a blue 
overprint seemed to follow a branding of Silver Certificates in blue, where Legals retained a red overprint and Golds boasting the yellow 
design elements. 


All notes in the Golden State Collection are exceptional, and this piece ranks among the finest Silver Certificates known to collectors. It is 
tied for finest known for the Friedberg number and type, since no Fr. 322s are known in Gem. Any serious collector of major design types 
will need to consider this note for their holdings.

Series 1878 Silver Certificates are among the rarest of all Federal Notes. Carlson Chambliss, in his book, The Comprehensive Catalog of U.S. 
Federal Large Size Notes, 1861-1929, asserts that not all of the printed notes were issued, since the number surviving is so incredibly low 
compared to the print runs. This cataloger believes that all of the printed notes were probably issued, though Chambliss is correct in that they 
never reached all the channels of commerce at the time. 


The Bland-Allison Act of 1878 required the United States Treasury to buy between $2,000,000 and $4,000,000 worth of silver each month to 
be minted into coins. The Act was a compromise with legislators who were looking to support their Western mining constituents who were 
asking for “free and unlimited coinage of silver” to keep prices up in the face of massive surpluses. Silver mines were pulling silver out of the 
ground so fast there were fears that it could become demonetized. 


The Bland-Allison Act also created the Silver Certificate as an instrument to support the massive influx of newly minted silver dollars 
into Treasury vaults. The banknotes were easier and cheaper to distribute to banks but fell short of “full” Legal Tender status. They were 
“receivable for customs, taxes, and all public dues,” i.e. government transactions. Banks could also include them as part of their required 
reserves. However, the law did not go far enough to denote they were legal tender for private transactions. In support of Chambliss’ theory, 
the notes were almost certainly issued for bank reserves or other government transactions but never entered the hands of the public. Banks 
quickly redeemed them when new series, with more favored redemption status, were issued, as was the case after the National Banking Act 
of 1882 clarified the legal tender status of Silver Certificates to include private transactions. 


The “limited” Legal Tender status of Series of 1878 Silver Certificates and likely massive redemption rates resulted in very few survivors. Out 
of a total of 88,000 Series 1878 $50s printed, just six are now known. One of those is impounded in the ANA Museum, while two more 
are part of the San Francisco Federal Reserve holdings. Of the three in private hands, one is listed in the Gengerke Census without recorded 
auction appearances, pedigrees, and no record of having been part of a dealer inventory or fixed price list. Its existence and availability are a 
mystery. The remaining two notes, both Fr. 324c examples, feature the signatures of Scofield and Gilfillan, with an engraved countersignature 
of A.U. Wyman. This example has the longest and most esteemed pedigree, having been part of the Albert A. Grinnell Collection, then 
included in the collections of Aaron R. Feldman and Thomas F. Morris. 


The paper on this note is as nice as one could hope for the grade. Some of the bluish tinting is visible on back. The overprint is still quite solid, 
besting the other example known for boldness. PMG notes “restoration,” which was expertly executed. The black printed design details are a 
hallmark of the early Silver Certificates and popular with collectors.

Immediately after the Sherman Silver Purchase Act was enacted on July 14, 1890, mandating the issuance of Treasury Notes, Treasurer James 
N. Huston spearheaded the initiative to design and release these notes. Plans for the standard denominations ranging from $1 to $1,000 were 
made; the $50 note design was finalized by November 29. This design, along with the iconic Watermelon $100 and $1,000 notes, boasted the 
word FIFTY in large, elaborately detailed letters, set against a deep green backdrop, earning them the “Greenback” moniker. Although elaborate 
designs were conceived for all 1890 Treasury Note denominations, the introduction of the 1891 Series with redesigned backs for enhanced 
counterfeit protection—showcasing two significant open spaces to prominently display the paper’s colored fibers—prevented the printing of the 
$50 notes. By 1891, the production of the $50 Treasury Note commenced, resulting in a total of 80,000 printed notes. However, only 23,500 
were distributed, mainly facilitating substantial bank transactions for silver purchases. According to Friedberg, Treasury Records reveal a mere 
25 notes outstanding, suggesting their primary use in interbank transactions and their eventual redemption. 


Rarer than the Series 1890 $100 Watermelons, 22 examples are enumerated in the census, four are part of the Smithsonian and other Federal 
Collections. This example was last offered nearly two decades ago. While free of restorations, PMG mentions that the note was trimmed, free 
and clear of the design elements. With another similarly graded example topping the six-figure mark last year, we expect the same of this better 
looking example.

The story of United States Treasury Notes traces its origins to the 1870s, a period marked by significant monetary policy changes that impacted 
the use of silver in coinage. The demonetization of silver, enacted through the Coinage Law of 1873, favored a gold standard, a decision 
motivated by a Congress aligned with this monetary approach. This legislative change occurred at a particularly inopportune time, coinciding 
with a European depression that adversely affected the American economy. The resultant economic downturn and plummeting silver prices led 
Western Senators to seek remedies for their constituents’ financial woes. In response, Congressman Richard P. Bland and Senator William A. 
Allison introduced the Bland-Allison Act of 1878. This legislation aimed to reinvigorate the use of silver by mandating the monthly purchase of 
$2 to $4 million worth of silver by the Treasury, leading to the creation of Morgan Dollars and Silver Certificates to circulate this silver, ultimately 
causing the Treasury's vaults to overflow with these dollars. 


By 1889, the Treasury was burdened with a substantial surplus of silver dollars, highlighted by President William Harrison’s revelation of 
$283,539,521 worth of silver dollars languishing in vaults, a significant portion of which was not backed by Silver Certificates. The situation 
prompted further legislative action with the Windom Silver Bullion Purchase Act of 1890, which sought to eliminate restrictions on silver 
purchases and coinage, significantly increasing the government's monthly silver procurement to 4.5 million ounces. This act also introduced 
Treasury Notes as a new form of payment for these purchases, available in denominations ranging from $1 to $1,000. However, the option to 
redeem these notes for gold rather than the less valuable silver led to a preference for gold redemption, undermining silver’s value further. This, 
coupled with Treasurer James Nelson Huston’s decision to replace high denomination Silver Certificates with Treasury Notes, marked a critical 
juncture in U.S. monetary policy, with profound implications for the use and value of silver. 


Amon Carter Jr. built one of the most celebrated collections of coins and banknotes ever. Both rarity and condition were carefully considered in 
every purchase. The $100 and $1,000 “Watermelon” notes are revered for their back engravings, with the zeroes in the denomination looking 
like the skin of ripe Watermelons. This design detail is central to the popularity of the notes, and Amon’s pursuit of an example with exceptional 
color led him to this note. Moreover, the paper here is unencumbered by any restorations which are commonly seen on major banknote rarities. 
It is, for all intents and purposes, a “picture perfect” Very Fine 30. Our description of the condition when we last offered it as part of the Dr. Paul 
Balter Collection read, in part, “This is a pleasant mid-grade note with no repairs or condition distractions. The note is printed on bright paper 
with well-inked design details, including a large spiked brown Treasury seal and the trademark green back with watermelon-like zeros in the 
denomination. The note is fully margined and has good face-to-back registration.” 


Approximately 35 examples are known. Eight of those are permanently impounded in Federal or institutional collections, and a few more yet 
have never appeared at auction. The illustrious pedigree, stellar eye appeal and problem-free status make this a top-tier American rarity worthy 
of the finest collections.

Only 43 examples are enumerated of the last Friedberg number for large size $1,000 Gold Certificates in Track & Price. However, that small 
population can be whittled down even further to just 36 that are available for collectors to pursue as the following government collections, 
the Federal Reserve Banks of New York, Philadelphia, San Francisco (4), and the Smithsonian Institution all have at least one Fr. 1220 in their 
holdings. The attractive piece in this lot possesses dark inks and white paper. It screams paper originality as indicated by the natural paper 
wave and the few circulation folds that have been left undisturbed on both sides of the note. Of the 43 serial numbers in T&P, only our current 
offering and one other are listed as having EPQ, while nota single piece is listed as having PPQ. Also, the PMG Population Report lists only three 
of the 25 that they have examined as having EPQ. This beautiful, bold, and bright example is destined to enter another great collection.

As was the case with many very high denominations, the design for this $1,000 Gold Certificate was 
kept relatively simple, with a large portrait of Alexander Hamilton on the face and the Great Seal of the United States on the back. The back, 
of course, utilizes the traditional golden orange color often associated with Gold Certificates. The note is well printed on bright paper with 
evidence of just light handling. The Track & Price census includes 43 examples, with PMG having graded 27 notes. Of those 27, only 9 notes 
have a higher grade at present. Unlike many examples, this note appears in a comment-free holder.

Generally, the biggest visual problem with 
these notes was the gold back ink not holding up over the past century and fading to an unpleasant yellow-gold color. This one has retained 
very nearly 100% of its original color in spite of some honest circulation. PMG has commented about closed pinholes which truly affect 
nothing on this pretty note. It is a new addition to the Track & Price census of 43 pieces and is certainly at least the equal of the repaired 
PMG Very Fine 30 example that we sold for $36,000 in our 2022 Long Beach Auction.

The current offering is attractive, with nice inks and natural paper wave along with the usual 
perforation cancellation by the United States Treasury. In our 2022 CSNS Auction, we offered a PMG 64 EPQ Fr. 1225h which brought nearly 
$10,000.

A nicely preserved example of this uniface unredeemable Gold Certificate, this piece was roulette cancelled at the United States Treasury 
on “9-8-(19)16.” This Friedberg number has the, “Payable Only To The Treasurer of the U.S. Or A Federal Reserve Bank” clause punched into 
the note, too. PMG has examined 400 Fr. 1225h examples and only five pieces have graded higher than our current offering. We originally 
offered this note as lot 2026 in our 1997 Cincinnati Fall Auction. In those pre-third party grading and encapsulation days, we described it as 
crackling fresh and strictly original. The penned name of the Assistant Treasurer has faded and that may be due to when firefighters responded 
to the five alarm Washington, D.C. Old Post Office fire of December 13, 1935. The first responders tossed many of these notes, along with 
other combustible material, from the windows of a large filing room on the sixth floor. Lucky onlookers on the street below were able to pick 
the notes up and spirit them away.

This design was printed three notes to a sheet as they are a little taller than 
the large size notes issued for general circulation. This example has the usual perforation cancellation. The PMG label mentions staining 
on this example, which indicates this note was probably at the Washington, DC Old Post Office, Friday night, December 13, 1935 fire that 
extended into the next morning.

41. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

42. In consideration of participation in Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, its
